Egypt claims heavy damage 
inflicted in battle with Libya

Egyptian and Libyan ground 
and air forces in the 

western desert yesterday, witb 
Cairo claiming destruction of 
two Libyan warpIaDea and 70 ar- 
moored vehicles^ including 40 
tanks. 

Tbe long-smouldering tension 
on the border between the two 
eonntries exploded early in the 
morning as Egypt iaonched 
what tt called a '^etallatoiy 
•raid** in response to lAbyan 
**provocatlon and attempted 
sabotage.’* 

. Egyptian military apcdsesmaii 
ssJd tost his country's armed forces 
have captured 12 members of toe Li- 
byan elite 9th armoured division, 
along with 34 "paramilitary'' 
saboteuzs. The spokesman said that 
the two sides had thrown their 
warplanes Into yesterd^'s battles, 
which stopped at 3 p.m. 

He further disclosed that the two 
sides had been locked in armed con- 
flicts on three other occasions this 
month — July 13, 16 and 19. 

Yesterday's flgtafingcame as little 
surprise, since U.S. ambassador 
Herman Elite reported to 
Washington as early as last month 
that President Anwar Sadat was 
nearing a strike 'against Libya. The 
Egyptians at the time did not hide 
their p^aratlons for a raid «^ainst 
Libyan “terrorist bases." especially 
those adjacent to the border with 
Egj^t. 

Sadat’s ultimate aim has been to 
bring down Libya's Mu'aznmer Gad- 
dafi, but yesterday's military opera- 
tion migto have an adverse effect on 
the Egyptian leader’s own standing 
both at home and in the Arab world. 

Sadat azid Gaddafi have long been 
engaged in a verbal war. Theto con- 
flict stems from Sadat’s reluctance 
to join Ubyaina union in which Gad- 
dafi demanded a key position. Gad- 
dafi was later an^ed that Sadat 
had not informed him in advance of 
toe 19to Yom Kippur War. 

The dispute was aggravated when 
Gaddafi provided the Soviets with 
privileges Sadat had denied them to 



Egypt. The Egyptians then charged 
that both the Libyans and the Soviets 
were plotting to overthrow Sadat. 
Th c latest of these charges was voic- 
ed last week when Cairo accused 
Libya of backing an extremist 
Moslem movement in Egypt. 

The Eg^tlans attributed yester- 
day’s clashes, however, to Libya’s 
repeated “aggressive" operations 
on the northern side of the border 
which runs from the Mediterranean 
south across a desert separating the 
two countries. 

A military spokesman in Cairo 
said that these operations reached a 
climax yesterd^ morning when a 
Libyan armoured force, supported 
by artfllery, advanced towei^ the 
town of Salloum, "obliging the Egyp- 
tian forces to check the aggressive 
coluznn and harass it" west of the 
village of Moasada fon the Libyan 
side of the border). 

"Libyan planes tried to raid our 
border posts and Egyptian air 
defences downed two planes," the 
spokesman said, adding; "With the 
entrance of tbe Libyan air force. It 
was inevitable that the Egyptian air 
force also should become engaged to 
protect the Egyptian ground 
forces." 

Tbe Egyptians are short of spai^e 
parts and maintenazice of all Soviet 
weapoziry is reported to be poor. 


The spokesman said that the 
border clashes began on July 12 , 
when four Libyans armed with 
automatic rifles and explosives were 
arrested in a car by Egyptian fron- 
tier guards. He added that the four 
cmfessed they had been sent by the 
Libyan Intelligence for 'sabotage in- 
side Egypt. 

The spokesman said that four days 
later, a Libyan patrol opened fire on 
one of the Egyptian border posts, 
some 300km. south of Salloum. 

Last Tuesday, he said, the Egyp- 
tian and Libyan arznies exchang^ 
artillery fire for four hours, during 
which nine Egyptian soldiers were 
killed, and about 20 Libyan vehicles 
were destz'oyed. 

Jn the ground and air battles 
yesterday several Egyptian soldiers 
were reported wounded. The Cairo- 
controlled MiddleEastNews Agency 
said that the Libyans suffered heavy 
casualties. 

An official Ldbyan statement ac- 
cused Egypt of "direct aggression" 
and said the Libyan people intend to 
defend their land "and the sanctity 
of their soil." 

A statement from 'Dripoli said 
Libya had been patient with Egyp- 
tian "provocations" for more than a 
year and a half but that Cairo inten- 
tionally frustrated all efforts to 
mediate disputes between the two 


countries and had kept its forces 
'aithin Libyan villages. 

The broadcast labelled “a baseless 
lie and completely false" an Egyp- 
tian account of toe conflict say log 
"its purpose was to mislead innocent 
Egyi^ian officers and m^n and also 
to mislead the Egyptian people and 
to distract toem fr^m the sez^ous in- 
ternal problems they are experien- 
cing." 

ffimh Goodman, Po^t Xilitary 
OjrTe.fpondenl. adds: 

There is little doubt among 
military analysts here that the 
Egyptians could execute a decisive 
and quick victory over the Libyans If 
Sadat decided to commit his military 
machine to the fray. 

According to the latest available 
data, the Libyans have 22,000 men 
under arms, but only o.ne operation£Ll 
tank brigade; two brigades of mobile 
infantry: one commando battalion; 
three artillery battalions, one 
brigade of national guard, and two 
battalions of anti-aircraft cannon. 

They have 71S tanks, not all of 
which are operational. All arc of 
Soviet manufacture — 200 of them 
latest model T-62s with the rest being 
T-S5 and T-54s. Libya has 129 fighter 
aircraft, including two squadrons of 
M<g'23s and two more squadrons of 
FVench Mirage 5s. Other aircraft in 
service Include 30 blirage 3Es and lO 
Mirage SESts. Most of the aircraft 
have no crews and overall 
maintenance is reported lacking. 

'Bie Egyptians have 295,000 men 
under arms, with three armoured 
divisions, three mobile infantry 
divisions and five regular infantry 
divisions. Other Izuid forces include 
two battalions of ground-to-ground 
missiles: two brigades of heavy mor- 
tars: four brigades of artillery; six 
commando units; one paratroop 
brigade: and seven more mobile in- 
fantry brigades with varied vehicles. 

Egypt has 1 ,100 T-55 and T-54 tanks 
and another 820 T-62s in addition to 
2,500 tracked personnel-carrj'ing ar- 
moured vehicles and 1,300 assorted 
cahncBi and mortars. 

The Egyptians have 80.000 men in 
the air force with a total of 48S 
fighter aircraft, apart from nine 
operational squadrons of Mig-2l in- 
terceptors and 635 assorted ground- 
to-air missiles. 


Histadrut work stoppage lacks wide support

TEL AVIV. — The Histadrut yester- 
day attempted a demonstration of 
strength against the government — 
and appeared wanting. 

It had called for meetings In all 
places of work throtighout the coun- 
try, except in the defence establish- 
ment, public transportation, and es- 
sentlal'services such as hospitals, to 
p^est the government's economic 
policy and recent price rises. Some 
oafe, mitUori wage-earners' were to 
have attended toe meetings between 
10 and 11 a.m. 

The Histadrut had called the 
meetings to "explain" its position 
partly because nearly a thM of its 
members are Likud supporters. 
Secretary-General Yeruham Meshel 
anticipates struggles with toe Likud- 
led govenxraentand wants to solidify 
his ranks. 

The workers were divided yester- 
day. Some argued the Histadrut's 
call was essentially an Alignment 
attempt to undermine the govern- 
ment. 

Zhe Jerusalm Poat could not sub- 
stantiate Histadrut reports that the 
move was a 'great success.

Meanwhile, Yugoslavia's T^njug 
news agency reported yesterday 
that Teng has already been 
reinstated as vice-premier, but that 
sources say his recU power 
will remain limited. In a d^atch 
from Peking,' Tanjug said the 
Chinese sources believe the 74-year- 
old Teng, who was also restored to 
his former posts of vice-chairman of 
the Cbmmunist Pazty and chief of 
staff of the armed forces, will 
"devote himself above all to work in 
the party aizd the leadership of the 
army." (Reuter, UPI) 


Histadrut Central Committee 
Member Aharon Harel told me that 
he was "encouraged" by the fact 
that hundreds of thousands of 
workers attended tbe meetings. He 
claimed this was particularly com- 
mendable because It was not clear 
whether the workers would be paid 
for the hour spent at the meeting. 

Meshel can obviously count on the 
economic power of the Hlstadrut- 
owned enterprises, the nuisance 
value of shutting some Kupot Hollm 
services as was-done yesterday, and 
the Alignment supporters wtio gave 
him an absolute minority to the June 
21 elections. But many others were 
reluctant to respond to his call. 

"Prices went up 1.000 times to. the 
past and nothing was done," Hanna 
Litzky, a Likud-suppoztlng clerk in 
the Tel Aviv nmniclpality, said. 

"The Histadrut never backed us. 
Suddenly when Begin is abroad and 
the new government ia trying to set 
straight what the previous filthy 
government did.... they come to in- 
cite. It hurts them to see Begin is 
succeeding in rebuilding what 
they've destroyed," she added. 

Israel Radio reported that many 
workers’ committees had phoned its 
studios to report they were not 
boldii^ staff meetings. 

Bank Leumi branches were open 
throughout the country. A staff com- 
mittee member said this was a 
reprisal against the Histadrut fornot 
backing their past demands for wage 
increases. 

At the Elite factory In Ramat Gaa 


where the protest was partial, a 
television crew fil ming a meeting 
was greeted with shouts of "Begin.” 

The elevators in the Tel Aviv 
municipality did not operate, but at 
tbe tax collectlzig department on the 
third floor two secretaries were still 
at work at 10:20 a.m. A staff eom- 
mittee member asked them to stop. 
One complied, but the other said "01, 
really, stop It. What are we, 
children? I don't want to identify 
myself with any party." But then her 
superior. Oscur Wald, instructed her 
to stop, and she did. 

Another secretary told me that a 
staff committee member had locked 
her out of her office to make sure she 
did not work. 

Meanwhile, the clerks met further 
down the corridor. It turned out to be 
a Llkud-Alignment shouting match. 

Ezra Oren, an Aligziment sup- 
porter. declared toat the Histadrut 
would not let the government hurt 
wage earners. "We have a right to 
demand an increase in the c-o-1 
allowance to compensate us for the 
price rises — to be able to biQr bread, 
milk and cheese," he said. "Prices 
will rise again. You’ll pay more for 
shoes. Water and electricity bills will 
be higher." 

Another speaker, &L'Bdla Yosef of 
the Likud, claimed that hla Paz^'s 
faction in the Histadrut has demand- 
ed full compensation, nie coun- 
trywide meetings were called 
because of Mapam pressure, he said. 

"Talk to the point,” Menahem 
Lukatch, an Alignment man. 


shouted from his perch on a grey fil- 
ing cabinet. 

“Don’t raise your phoney Socialist 
flag at our expense," Yosef called 
back. Referring to the new 
government’s measures, he said It is 
"we who are bringing you a solution 
and not your demagogic Socialism." 
At that, some clerks booed and 
others clapped. 

The meeting ended at 10:50. Some 
milled about. The secretary who was 
told to leave her desk came to this 
reporUa muncidng a safudwich. "I 
didn’t strike,** she said. "l*m only

Ini all, about 2,000 workers to.ok 
part in toe work stoppage in the Tel 
Ariv area, according to Itlm. No 
major disruptions were reported 
from Ben-Gurion Airport. 

AuTion Siffner adds: 

Except for employees of some 
banks and in the municipality, 
Jerusalem's workers ignored the 
Histadnit call for a strike. 

Touring the city's main Izidustrial 
areas, I found most workers un- 
aware of the Histadrut’s call. En- 
countering some Jezoisalem Labour 
Cbuncil officials on the street. I ask- 
ed where I could find a closed fac- 
tory. The officials replied, "That's 
exactly what we’re looking for, loo."

Bomb on bus 9: Alert rider saves the day

Jerusalem police yesterday called 
. on the' pubUe to be. doubly .alert In 
Importing suspicious objects in the 
•woke of two bomb attempts in as 
many d^s. The latest Incident oe- 
emred yesterd^ on Rehov iOng 
George at 11.-15 a.m., when a 
passengd* on a number 9 bus dis- 
covered a package . under bis seat. 
He reported it to tbe driver, who told 
the passengers to get off the bus and 


immediately called the police. 

A team of police sappers identified 
the object as a bomb and closed the. 
street. They removed the bomb and 
e^giloded it before it could do any 
harm. 

On Wednesday a small blast 
went off in the Biblical Zoo,- 
causing no damage, but frig ht e n i n g 
some of the animals. 

The police warning came as 
shopfceQ>ers and other members of 


the public showed increasing in- 
difference to Utter In the streets. 

Only minutes after the police 
removed yesterday’s bomb, a spot 
check in Rehov IGng George, two 
blocks up from where the bomb was 
fotmd, showed three cartons and an 
empty paint can on the street. At 
least some of the litter had obviously 
been thrown from shops lining the 
streets.

— Tbe walls of the city's bus 
stops, taken down by the municipali- 
ty several weeks ago lor clearing, 
will not be put beck.

Retraiiiing plan 
for graduates 
is foiling

Government efforts at getting un- 
iversity graduates to train for jobs 
outside their fields of study are ap- 
parently failing, the Labour Ministry 
admitted yesterday. 

Tbe ministry, vriilcb is slated to 
become part of a larger Ministry for 
Social Betterment, disclosed that 
about one third of the places In its 
dozens of vocational retraining 
courses for university graduates are 
not filled. 

"It's unfortunate that these people 
— most of them Immigrants — are 
not taking advantage of our* 
programmes," Labour Ministry 
Director-General Arye Gurel said 
last right “Our special academics' 
employment office now has 2,000 vc- 
employed university graduates 
registered for jobs. The best we can 
do at the present time Is to place ap- 
proximately 850 of them a month. 

."Despite., the. .difficulty in finding 
Jobs here in their specialized- fields,- 
only. 600 out of the 2.000 jobless im- 
migrants have shown an Interest in' 
taking our courses, which prepare 
people for jobs needed by the 
economy.” 

Current employment oppor- 
tunities, Gurel explained, exist in In- 
dustrial maintenance work, quality 
control, water engineering and 
mechanical engineering in the 
merchant marine. 

Besides practical courses in their 
fields, there are also studies leading 
to Jobs in tbe social services.

TEL AVIV. — There will be no. 
negotiations with the management 
of the Discount Bank to end the pre- 
sent labour dispute until manage- 
ment agrees in principle to pay Arm- 
and Leri ILB.OOO a month overtime in 
addition to his regular salary of 
1121 , 000 , the bank's staff committee 
reiterated yesterday, 

Levi heads the bank's foreign 
currency department, and had been 
receiving approximately ILfi.OOO a 
month for overtime. But when he 
was recently promoted , this was dis- 
continued, on the ground that his 
new salary of IL21.000 a month in- 
cludes a "global" overtime payment 
of ILI.SOO a month, regardless of ac- 
tual overtime worked. 

(The overtime involved is the time 
Levi, as well as another 20 members 
on the staff committee, put in after 
working hours to deal -with the af- 
fairs of the bank's 9,000 workers.)

The 
meeting was abortive, with the staff 
committee reiterating its demand.

‘No change in 
liberal policy 
in territories’

A senior official at the Defence 
Ministry said yesterday that there 
has been no change of policy in the 
administered territories.

Meanwhile, the official said that 
the authorities have never been 
more satisfied with the situation in 
the administered areas. He cited the 
prevailing quiet, the development 
projects, the virtual absence of un- 
employment, and the influx of 
summer visitors from neighbouring 
Arab countries into the West Bank 
and the Gaza Strip.

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Rhodesian terrorists 
bum family in hut 


SALISBUKY. — Rhodesian military 
authorities said they discovered 
yesterday the charred bodies of 23 
membera of a rural black family 
who were locked in a hut set ablaze 
by a black terrorist gang. 

Reporters taken to the scene were 
told by army and police briefing of- 
ficers that the 28 included a man. his 
nine w-ives and 13 of his 36 children. 

The motive (or the act was not 
known. But the terrorists were said 
to be members of the black 
nationalist guerrilla movement. 

"Now you'll see the bad things we 
can do." said a message which, ac- 
cording to the authorities, the 
terrorists left behind. 

The incident occurred in 
northeastern Rhodesia's Rushlnga 
area at a village located about 25 km 
west of the boiler with Mozambique 
and i3 km from an army camp. 

In London, Foreign Secretary 
David Owen says the joint 
Anglo-American peace initiative for 
Rhodesia is not dead and that he 
plan.s to gt> ahead with It despite its 
rejection by Premier lan^Smith and 
his ordering of elections for August 
31. 

But he calls Smith's decision a 
great tragedj-.” because of growing 
violence in the African country. 

"This is a great tragedy at this 
crucial moment." Owen said at a 
news conference yesterday. It was 
the British gov-ernment'a first of- 
ficial comment on the Smith an- 
nouncement of elections in a radio 


broadcast Monday night. 

"Instead of going ahead on the 
path that would lead to a negotiated 
settlement Smith has gone bach. 
Owen said. 

Owen said he plans to discuss 
possible future moves In talks with 
U.S. Secretary of State Qyrus Vance 
in Washington this weekend, "I don’t 
really think our initiative is dead," 
Owen said. "But our proposals were 
an attempt to square a very difficult 
circle. Any idea that we and the 
United States had any magic for- 
mula was never realistic." 

The Anglo-American plan called 
for free elections in which both 
blacks and whites would take part 
and for transfer of power to a black 
majority government in 1878. 

In his broadcast speech, Smith rul- 
ed out elections on a one-man-one- 
vote basis, In which blacks would 
have outnumbered white voters 
more than 30 to one. He called for 
elections in which only whites and a 
limited number of black moderates 
would take part Owen said BHtain 
and the U.S. could not accept this. 

Two black nationalist leaders, 
Bishop Abel kfiizorewa and the Rev. 
Ndabaningi Sitbole. said in separate 
statements on Tuesday they will 
have no part of the government 
Smith hopes to create after elec- 
tions. 

Elach reiterated demands for a 
transfer of power to blacks and for 
universal adult suffrage — 
something Smith has turned down. 


Price riots in Peru 
cause six deaths 


UMA (Reuter). — Six people were 
believed to have died in bitter 
clashes accompanying a 24-hour 
general strike called by labour un- 
ions protesting tough price in- 
creases. 

Peru'scapitalcity of Lima, with a 
population of five million, was 
paralysed on Tuesday In what was 
seen as the most serious challenge to 
the government since the military 
seized power nine years ago. 

Eyewitnesses told of clashes ^ 
various districts and reports said 
seven people had been killed. 
Government officials confirmed six 
deaths. 

In one incident, these reports said, 
four youths were killed when they at- 
tacked a bus full of marines in the 


district of Comas, 16 km. soutteast 
of here. The marines opened fire on 
the youths, according to the reports. 

Banks In Lima were closed, 
workers fjuled to turn up for work, 
and public transport was almost non- 
existent. 

Troops and police were out in force 
in the poorer, outlying areas of the 
city to prevent rioting and looting. 

Warning shots echoed in the dis- 
tance and helicopters hovered low 
over the city. 

The strike was called by Peru's 
biggest and most powerful labour 
organization, the Communist-led 
Confederation of Peruvian Workers, 
to protest the government’s in- 
troduction last month of tough anti- 
inflation, austerity measures. 


Truce in 
Spanish 
prisons 

MADRID. — After two days of 
rioting, police yesterday evacuated 
16 wounded inmates from the provin- 
cial penitentiary and began shipping 
out 400 prisoners who havenot joined 
the mutiny. , . 

The disturbances, triggered by 
radical common prisoners who want 
freedom and general amnesty, have 
spread to a dozen other prisons 
throughout the country. An uneasy 
truce was reached yesterday as 
lawyers negotiated prisoners' 
demands with police. 

The national news agency Clfra 
said the wounded Inmates were 
lowered from the prison roof to 
authorities below who transported 
them to hospitals. The agency said 25 
riot policemen had also been hist 
during the clashes that tapered off 
Tuesday night. 

King Juan Chrlos' government has 
been careful and deliberate in gran- 
ting pardons to political prisoners 
and has shown no sign of heeding the 
common prisoners' demand for 
release. 

The Madrid newspaper "El Pals 
said the drawing of parallels | 
between an amnes^ lor the two 
different classes of prisoners was 
"Indefensible." 

Lawyers trying to mediate the dis- 
pute said yesterday afternoon that 
negotiations had been broken off._ 

A dozen busloads of police rein- 
{□rconents arrived and offi cials said 
a police assault to clear the rioters 
from the roof was only aw^ti ng a 
decision from the Interior MMstry. 

Government sources said the 
rioters had done 70 xnilllon pesetas 
(IL8.2m) worth of damage within the 
prlZon. making most of it practically 
unusable. Up to 800 prisoners have 
participated In the Madrid distur- 
bances. 

Practically all of the prisoners 
jailed for politically motivated 
crimes against the EVanco r^me — 
IdlllngB in some cases — have been 
freed. The prisoners jailed for lesser 
common crimes use this as an argu- 
ment for their release. 

Meanwhile, a bomb damaged the 
Madrid Palace of Justice, seat of the 
Supreme Court, here yesterday but 
nobody was injured, police said.

Governor says Sacco-Vanzetti trial ‘unfair' 


BOSTON (Reuterl. — Italian 
Anarchists. Sacco and Vanzetti, ex- 
ecuted nearly half a century ago 
amid world-wide protests, were 
denied a fair trial, a proclamation • 
signed by the Governor of 
Massachusetts said on Tuesday. 

Nicola Sacco and Bartolomeo 
Vanzetti were found guilty in 1921 of 
.'•rtre murdbr ’of' a.' shoe ' factory 
paymaster and .guard durii^ a 819,- 
000 payroll robbery and electrocuted 
here just over six years later. 

Governor Michael Dakakis signed 
the proclamation, which has no legal 
standing, but says: "Anystigmaand 
disgrace should be forever removed 
from the names of their (Sacco and 
Vanzetth families and descen- 
dants.”

Kuwait, Iraq withdrawing

NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP). — Iraq and 
Kuwait began large-scale troop 
withdrawals yesterday from con- 
frontation points along their mutual 
borderline on the Persian Gulf, the 
Kuwait state radio reported.

Four German terrorists get 
life terms for embassy raid 


DUBSSBLDORF, West Germany 

(AP). A West German court 

yesterday sentenced three men and 
a woman to life, imprisonment for 
their roles in the 1975 takeover of the 
West German Embassy in 
Stockholm In which two diplomats 
were killed. • 

' The sentences of Lutz Manfred 
Taufer, Karl-Helnz Dellwo, 

' .Bernhard Roessner and Hanna EUse 
Kzabbe were announced' after of- 
ficials restored order following a 
noisy demonstration by some 26 
yonng supporters who claimed the 
defendants were “political 
prisoners.’’ 

The four, who had been on trial 
since May 1976, were found guilty of 
taMTig - part in the April 24, 1975, raid 
on the embassy in Stockholm, fatally 


shooting two diplomats and holtUng 
about a dozen others hostage. 

The raiders demanded the release 
of 26 membera af the Baader- 
Meinhof terrorist gang from West 
German jails. The 12-hour siege end- 
ed when the terrorists accldentall; 
set off a bomb, allowing poUee to 
move In. Two of the raid«:a were 
fatally injured in the blast. 

The four called themaelva tbe 
"Hblger Meins Conunandos" in 
memory of a Baader-Meinhof gang 
leader who died in jail after a hunger 
strike three years ago. 

The verdicts ended the year’s third 
major trial involving members of 
the Baader-Meinhof group, blamed 
for a string of bombings and 
terrorist attacks throughout West 
(Jermany in the esu'ly 1970s.

It was a belated application from 
the advertising firm for a permit for 
the first of the signs it had put up that 
prompted the regional council's ac- 
tion. It refused the permltand called 
on the firm to remo^'e all four signs. 

Meanwhile, adraftlawprohlbiting 
billboards cn inter-urban roads has 
been completed by the Envlronmen- 
' ts? Protection Service and is now be- 
ing polished by the legal departnaent 
Of the Interior Mixiistr>'. 

More drastic than the Highway 
Beautification Law of the United 
States which prohibits road signs 
within 600 feet of highways, the bill 
would prohibit ail general adver- 
tising signs visible from vehicles on 
Inter-urban roads at any distance. 

Dick Laster of the EPS, author of 


the bill, says he knows of no law so 
Stringent in any country. He express- 
ed the hope that it would be approved 
by the relevant ministers and be sub- 
mitted to the Knesset before the end 
of the year. 

Laster noted that advertisers In 
the U.S. overcame the distance- 
trom-the-higbway restrictions by 
making the signs bigger. ' There are 
signs that are a few hundred feet 
high and 100-200 feet wide," be said. 

Xu Jerusalem, a proposed by-law 
would virtually eliminate all adver- 
tising except on minicipal 
billboards. Mike Turner, head of the 
Municipal Environmental Unit, 
acknowledged that the proposal 
might be considered radical. An ex- 
ception would advertising on 
business premises of the enterprises 
located there. 

After considerable Internal argu- 
ment. the environmental unit and its 
advisers agreed to permit signs such 
as those which proliferate over small 
groceries in which a large firm — 
such as a soft drink manufacturer — 
advertises itself together with the 
name of the grocer. 

Since most of these grocers do not 
have the means to put up signs 
themselves, said Turner, such an 
arrangement would be acceptable, 
^e signs, however, would have to 
meet certain criteria. 

The by-law was drawn up with the 
usistance of the EPS and Prof. 
Edward Rabin 'of the thiiverslty' of 
California who is now teaching at the 
Hebrew tMiversity.

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A counsel of despair 

THE PUBLIC committee set up to devise means of avoiding 
repetition of the violence between secular and religious 
residents of Hashomer Street in Bnei Brak, has suggested that 
the section of the street passing by the religious housing blocs be 
closed to vehicular tr affi c on the Sabbath. 

The recommendation, offered by a panel appointed by the 
Ministry of Transport, with former District Judge Max Cher- 
nobilsky at its head, has been accepted by the Transport 
Ministry despite the tlireats by leaders of the secular residents 
to go to court over the issue. 

The Chemobilsky Committee was faced by a head-on clash 
between two opposing value systems. Its conclusion was that 
there was no hope for an acceptable Solomonic solution: the 
religious residents were unalterably opposed to any com- 
promise based on the Idea of selective traffic. The committee 
thus based its proposal for the closing of the street on the 
assumption that the "sensibilities'* of the religious residents 
outweighed the ’’inconvenience" to which their secular 
neighbours would be put. 

l%ls is a dubious and potentially dangerous judgement to 
render in a piuraUstic society such as Israel, where a decent 
level of social peace has so far been maintained by due regard 
for the rights and sensibilities of all sections of the population. 

Not that the Sabbath street-closing solution Is, as 
Jerusalemites will be the first to appreciate, wholly 
revolutionary. But the precedents for its enforcement in similar 
circumstances have been few, and they formed part of what, for 
want of a better term, has come to be known as the efafua quo. 

It should also be stressed that the controversy that has 
erupted on Hashomer Street is not typical of Ibrael as a whole. 
Throughout the country, observant and non-observant Jews live 
peacefully side by side, despite the great difference In their life- 
styles. Neither does the problem exist in the self-imposed ultra- 
religious ghettos In the heart of Bnei Brak and in Mea Shearim 
In Jerusalem, where there is no traffic on the Sabbath. 

There is an issue only at the Interface, such as on Hashomer 
Street, where ultra-orthodox and utterly non-orthodox com- 
munities rub up against each other. 

Even there it did not flare up for many years. Only now, 
spurred on by the concessions made by Mr. Begin to Agudat 
Yisrael, did the ultra-orthodox decide to push for an end to the 
uneasy modus vivendi on the border street, by actually roping it 
off. The Chemobilsky Committee recommendation appears to 
corroborate their original assumption that the attempt would 
pay off. 

What is disturbing about the recommendation is the implica- 
tion that observant and non-observant Jews cannot coexist in 
neighbourly amity. If this is left unchallenged, it Is likely to 
trigger heightened opposition in secular neighbourhoods to the 
sale of apartments to orthodox buyers. 

Indeed It could lead to a deterioration In the relations between 
the religious and the secul^ throughout the country. 


POSTSCRIPTS 


ISRAEL and Australia have more In 
common than the eucalyptus tree 
which was transplanted here so 
successfully from "down under". 
That seems to be the quality of pas- 
sion. The two countries, so disparate 
in size, have done what no other 
nations have done. They have both 
taken In unwanted Vietnamese 
refugees. 

At the end of June, a group of 73 
refugees beached on the extreme 
north west coast of the continent 
after a 14-week perilous voyage In 
small boats across the South China 
Sea. In the last 12 months, according 
to an O&is report. 212 Vietnamese 
have made their way to Australia in 
- "an armada of little boats, dodging 
Communist gun-boats, storms and 
shark-infested seas in search of a 
new homeland ... often refused per- 
mission to land In Malaysia. 
Singapore or Indonesia, their last 
hope Ues with Australia." 

The Australian government, 
acknowledging the country's in- 
volvement in the Viebiam war. feels 
a special responsibility and public 
opimon has been won over by the 
heroism of the refugees. On the other 
hand, the authorities fear that "the 
exploits of the 73, who made the 
8,000-miie journey aided by a child's 
compass", will only encourage 
further small-boat armadas.

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From ‘Miracle’ to ‘Passover Plot’

IT IS NOW twenty-five years since 
the famous controversy with regsrd 
to the banning of Roberto 
Rossellini’s movie, "The Miracle", 
1^ the Board of Regents of the State 
of New York. Tbe film tells the stoi 7 
of a demented Italian peasant girl, 
seduced hy a bearded stranger she 
believes to be 5L Joseph. ISer simple 
faith and her insistence that her 
pregnancy is "the grace of God" 
results in torment and mockery by 
the villagers. 

The Board of Regents acted after a 
statement by FVancis Cardinal 
Spellman, condemning the picture, 
was read at all &nday masses in 
New York's St. Patrick’s Cathedral. 
The Cardinal's action was protested 
at the time by many prominent 
Catholic laymen. “In the long run 
what Cardinal SpeUman will have 
succeeded In doling,*’ wrote Catholic 
poet Allen Tate, "Is Insulting the In- 
telligence and faith of Amezicsn 
Catholics with the assumption that a 
second-rate motion pietime could in 
any way undermine their morals or 
shake their faith." 

Li 1952 the U.S. Supreme Court 
reversed the ban on "The Miracle," 
in a landmark decision granting to 
the art of the cinema the protection 
ordinarily accorded to freedom of 
expression in other artistic and 
literary media. To accept the notion 
that no religion shall be treated with 
"contempt, mockery, scorn or 
ridicule." held the Court, would set 
the censor "adrift upon a boundless 
sea amid a myriad of conflicting 
currents of religious views, with no 
charts but those provided by the 
most vocal and powerful orthodox- 
ies." 

Mr. Justice Felix Frankfurter 
wrote a separate coneuzring opinion. 
"History," he contended, "does not 
encourage reliance on the wisdom 
and moderation of the censor as a 
safeguard of such drastic power over 
the minds at men.’’ Moreover, cen- 
sorship of this sort would have 
"stultifying consequences on the 


creative process of Uteratureandart 
— for films are derived largely from 
literature," he concluded.

b£Uining of "The Passover Plot", 
based on the book by British author

According to The Jerusalem 
Post's repmt of July 14, Film On- 
Borship Board Qiairman Yehoshua 
Justnan explained that the film had 
been banned because it is offensive 
to part of the population, as it strikes 
at the very foundation of Qiriatian 
faith. If wehad toactonafilm which 
attacked the basis of Jewish faith in 
the same basic ways, we would cer- 
tainly ban it. he added. 

The claim of film’s producers 
Is that it presents the story of Jesus 
from a Jewish point of view. Can a 
controversial religious issue be the 
subject of portrayal on the cinema 
screen? Can it be a matter of public 
debate, by means of the artistte 
media, in a pluralistic society? 
These are questions to which FhUx 
Frankfurter and the Israeli censors 
give contradictory answers. 

In his opinion in "^e Miracle" 
case, Frankfurter pointed to the fact 
that there are some 300 religious 
sects In the United States. "Oonduct 
and beliefs dear to one may seem die 
rsnkest ‘sacrilege* to another... A 
motion picture portraying Christ as 
divine — for example, a movie show- 
ing medieval Church art — would of- 
fend the religious opinions of the 
members of several Protestant 
denominations who do not believe in 
the Trinity, as well as those of anon- 
Chrlstlan faith. Conversely, one 
showing Christ as merely an ethical 
teacher could not but offend millions 
of Christians of many 

denominations. What is 

’sacrilegious'?" 

The fact that America is a 


pluralistic society proves to 
PVankfurter the impossibility of cen- 
sorship. Ih Israel, on the other hand, 
the fact of pluralism is taken as the 
reason for censorship's indi^en- 
sabillty. 

The American Judge, faced with a 
plethora of conflicting religious 
belief, throws up his hands and 
asks, rhetorically, aa It were, what ia 
‘aacrllegious’? ^e laraeli. on the 
other band, do^ not reason from a 
plurality of faiths to a negadonof die 
received orthodoxies. The American 
asks what is ‘sacrilegious’ 
rhetorically, because be knows he 
has no answer. The Israeli thinks he 
does. 

IN 1972 Amos Kenan’s play “SViends 
Tell About Jesus", was banned as 
offensive to religious sensibilities. 
Tb refrain from such an affront, con- 
tended Justice Landau in upholding 
the ban, was "an obligation deriving 
directly from the duty of mutual 
tolerance between free cttUeais of 


different f^tbs without which no 
heterogeneous democratic socieW 
such as ours would be possible." 

Even the ftindamental principle of 
freedom of expression must yield to 
' this obligation, Landau maintained. 

After this decision, Yigal Alien, 
then Minister of. Education, 
suggested terminating censorship of 
theatrical pertormances. Film cen* 
aorahip would be left unaftected, 
however. Why the Minister, a klb- 
butznlk and a member of a socialist 
political party, regarded censorship 
appropriate In the more popular 
mass medium of the cinema, while 
dispensable for the limited theatre 
public, is a puzzlement. 

An implicit elitism, it is true, ia an 
integral part of this area of thought- 
control In Israel. The mass 
character of the cinema audience 
and the appeal ol that medium to the 
"emotions of the crowd" have been 
cited frequently as Justification for 
film cenBorahip. Also, the stage and 


the screen are not yet perceived, as 
full partners In the free market of 
Ideas essential to a democratic 
society. 

For example, at an Amerfcah 
Jewish Congress dialogue oh 
Judaism in 1963. Justice Halm Cohn 
stated that "racist-Nazi pxinc^les, 
because of an ancient Thlznudic rule, 
have turned into the law of the State 
of Hrael." A citizen brought suit 
against the Attorney-General for not 
prosecuting the Justice for the un- 
doubted affront to religious sen- 
sibilities. Dismissing the suit, the 
High Court of Justice pointed out 
that the dialogue was intended to 
provide a forum for opinions, not all 
of which would suit the views of an 
members of the audience. . .. 

Theodor Bern, tor one, showed 
how the stage, too, could provide a 
forum for the dissemination of ideas. 
That part of bis career deserves 
more attention from our censors 
than It has received to date.

For a democracy without parties 


To the Editor o/ne Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — I can find little to disagree 
with in the general tone of the article 
by Bfr. Dairid Hacohen, "Partition 
' for South Africa" (July 81 . On some 
points of fact, however, 1 do take 
issue with the author, as some ot 
these are based upon misconcep- 
tions. 

First, the author states that the 
whites, when trekking Into the in- 
terior, "treated the black peoples 
living among them with violence and 
contempt," and that "they had ho 
hesitation in enslaving them or tak- 
ing tiieir land by conquest or fraud." 
This is simply not true. The areas 
through which these Boers trekked 
were for the moat part uninhabited 
due to the annihilation of the peoples 
there In their national and tribal 
wan known as Mfecane. Ih cases in 
which there was any doubt as to 
claims of land, the whites and. later, 
the governments of the Orange Free 
State and the Transvaal Republics 
negotiated with the peoples concern- 
ed. Documents concerning land 
deals which were made between the 
white and black leaders, e.g. the 
Betief-Dlngaan treaty, are still to be 
found in several museums in South 
Africa. 

• Mr. Hacohen's remark that "the 
whites in South Africa lack a basic 
concern for the 18 million natives" 
necessitates further explanation. It 
is well known that the blacks in 
South Africa have a standard of liv- 
ing far superior to that of their 
counterparts in ail African coun-

Sir. — David Hacohen's article, 
"Partition lor South Africa," is not, 
aa he claims, a su^estion for a solu- 
tion to South Africa's racial 
problems, but is In fact a poor 
attempt to disguise a very real sup- 
port of the South African 
Government's present policy of 
racist apartheid. Almost everything 
that Mr. Racohen suggests ia already 
in practice In South Africa. 

Mr. Hacohen fails to take Into ac- 
count the basic fact that the South 
African economy is Inextricably in- 
tertwined between the races. 
Though the ideology of apartheid 
demands separation, the economic 
structure of South Africa demands 
integration. Thus, after 29 years of 
Nationalist rule, there are more 
blacks In tbe white areas than, 
whites, and than blacks In tbe black 
areas. 

Mr. Hacohen says that It la im- 
acceptable that the wUtea "be left to 
tbe mercies of the black African ma- 
jority." but he talla to mention that 
the blacks are at tbe mercy of the 
truly tyrannical white minority 
govemioent. Why is this not un- 
acceptable? The lack of mercies of 
South Africa's black majority is aa 
yet hypothetical, that of tbe whites Is 
fMt. 

Mr. Hacohen suggests that South 
Africa’s 2.5 mUUoQ Coloured and 
Asian peoples "are entitled to 
equality" and that they should be 
aasimilated Into the white society. 
This ia not a new suggestion, but la 
something that Is strongly debated In 
government circles in South Africa

tries. South Africa’s aid to blacks 
during 1962-1972 totalled almost $800 
million. 

There has been a tremendous in- 
crease In the buying power of the 
blacks: the per capita income of the 
urban blacks on the East and West 
Rand has gone up from $210 to $340 
per month during the five-year 
period ending in 1975 and the South 
African Government budget for 
black education during the financial 
year 1977/78 totals $130 million. 

Mr. Hacohen's suggestion for solv- 
ing the "problem of democratic 
equality" by separating South Africa 
into two states for each of the two 
communities, white and black, is ap- 
preciated as an honest endeavour. 
However, the Idea of.axtoh a por- 
titlozUng of South Africa was already 
rejected in tiie early iBSO's as totally 
impractical. Mr. Hacohen does not 
recognize the fact that the black 
community of South Africa com- 
prises eigbt different tribal nations, 
each with Its own language, 
traditions, culture and history. 
Tlierelbre, South Africa will be par- 
titioned not Into two parts, but rather 
nine. A partition of South Africa into 
two pazis would lead, like majority 
rule, to utter chaos. 

L^, butnot least, kolhakdvodiat 
the author's remarks on maintaining 
and expanding open relations 
between Israel and South Africa!

THOSE who speak of "democracy" 
tend to overlook the tact' that in a 
democratic system decisions are 
taken according to the will of the 
majority of the people, and this need 
not involve the es^tence, or even 
less the rule, of organized political 
parties. 

In ideal situations, the will of the 
majority can be determined by 
plebiscite. This is how it Is often done 
in Switzerland, where referenda 
anchor democracy deep in the life of 
the country. And with the increasing 
sophistication of electronic 
technology. It is conceivable that 
plebiscites will shortly be In common 
use all over tbe world. 

In representative democracies, 
the vfAer hands over his part fa the 
decislon-maklnig process to elected 
members of a lef^lotlve body. This 
can be done by electing persons 
whose political opinions and moral 
character one is in sympathy with, 
or by electing parties. The later 
metl^ was Insbrmsental todestre^^ 
Ing the democratic Weimar Republic 
in Germany, and is causing inr 
creasing damage to our country. 

THE REASON is clear. Problems 
are not simple and do not come sing- 
ly. One’s opinion on a given problem 
does not necessarily determine one’s 
opinion on another. In Israel, for in- 
staace, one baa to decide 
. simultaneously on at least the follow- 
ing questions: 

• Keep all the territories ; return all 
tbe territories; or retain some of tbe 
territories? 

• Insist on total peace, as between 
civilized countries, or make do with 
a state of non-belligerence instead? 

• Have capitalism, or communism, 
or one of the many mixtures of the 
two systems, including different 
degrees of socialism? 

• Accept the dictates of religious 
orthodoxy, or claim freedom of 
religious worship for everyone? 

• Institute a welfare state: or 
laissez faxre society ; or something 
in between? 

Let ua stop here. If eacb question 
can be answered in two ways, we 
have 2x2x2x2x2=32 combinations of 
answers, not very much more than 
tbe. number of political parties in 
Israel. By allowing one inter- 
mediate answer for eacb of tbe five 
questions, one would arrive at 248 
combinations. 

Can anybody doubt that a two- 
party system is a ridiculous sub- 
stitute? It is the natural common 
sense ol tbe Jewish people that gives 
birth to so many parties and sub- 
groups in our country. 

But why have parties at all? Cer- 
tainly not for the sake of tbe voter. 
Party bosses, many of whom are not 
fit goranythli^better, are fishing tor 
influence and aonxe^es even for 
money in troubled political waters; 
and they force their will on the coun- 
try. 

"PARTY discipline" la the ^itaph 
of democracy, yet ithas become one 
of the sacred cows In Israel.

Sir. — Aa visiting South Africans, 
we were encouraged to find a critic, 
in the form of David Hacohen, who 
can see various aspects of tiie South 
African problem rather than sub- 
mit to the normal prejudice based on 
superficial knowledge (July S). 

However, we feel his suggestion 
that South Africa be divided into two 
states, one black and one white, ia 
dangerously simplistic. The present 
experience of Africa is that in- 
dependence within tbe old colonial 
boundaries leads to inter-tribal civil 
wars, e.g. Biafra, Angola and Inter- 
national conflict in tbe Horn of 
Africa, nie progress already made 
by the South African Government in 
dividing South Africa Into various in- 
dependent tribal states, which Sfr. 
Hacohen did not mention, is an in- 
telligent aspect of apartheid, since 
It attempts to avoid fiittfre eonfUcL 
The less intelligent aspects 


of apartheid, e.g. the Mixed 
Marriages Act and the Immorality 
Act, are the subject of intensive and 
open debate within white South 
Africa, even at cabinet level, as your 
article, "South Africa FM slams 
race-sex laws” in the same 
newspaper suggests.

Democracy is an ideal and it has 
not yet been attained anywhere. It Is 
clear, however, that even if it were 
achieved it woiUd have very serious 
limitations: twice two is going tobe 
four evm against an overwhelming 
majority, and tbe right of minorities 


to live their own way of life must 
somehow be guaranteed. 

As far aa I can see. different ap- 
proaches to democracy work quite 
well in Switzerlasul, in the U.S., and 
maybe In England and a few 
Western countries. But the system 
ought to be improved everywhere. R 
could be improved quite a lot in 
Israel. 

I BELIEVE we should elect in-, 
dividuals and not parties. 

A candidate forpublic office would 
have to present his programmes and 
his curriculum vitae, including a 
statement on his financial situation. 
I^rh^s he should also be required 
to state In advance bow he proposed 
t.o.yote.on eertain .important 
qutotions, and this undertaking 
would be binding oq him. 

Other questions might be left to die 
candidate to decide about later; but 
the voter would know more or less to 
whom he'ls giving bis right to make 
certain deefatons. 

Whenever a candidate received 
more votes than are necessary ' to 
elect him. he could be allowed to 
decide to whom the surplus votes 
should be transferred; his choice 
would be publicized together with hla 
programme. Be would not, however, 
be bound by any party discipline. 

The stability of government would 
rest on a presidential system: of the 
kind prevailing in the U.S. The presi- 
dent is elected by the people and is 
free to choose his cabinet and to 
change tt, irrespective of parliamen- 
tary majority. 

There have been times in the past 
when Israel showed the way to the 
whole wcxld. Would it be Impossible 
to lead the world one step further 
towards democracy?

‘Reporters shouldn’t ask 
about settlement policy’

WASHINGTON. — Israeli reporters 
who ask questions about the current 
government's policy vis-a-vis the 
creation of new Israeli settlements 
are doing a dis-service to their coun- 
try, a source close to Prime Minister 
Be^n said yesterday. 

During a briefing for Israeli 
reporters at Blair House, where 
Begin and his party have been hous- 
ed during their stay here, the source 
complained that such questions were 
inappropriate. 

The source was visibly upset that 
the reporters were trying to learn 
about the Israel government’s policy 
on settlements in the territories, as 
enunciated to President Carter these 
past few days. 

The source said this was a very 
sensitive Issue, and it would be 
better not to discuss It at this crucial 
time. The source seemed especially 
perturbed that Nahum Barnea, the 
Washington correspondent of 
“Davar" — which Is i^CLliated with 
the opposition-controlled Histadrut 
— had asked the question. When cor- 
respondents bum "Ma’ariv” and 
"Ha'arets" — newspapers that are 
independent and unaffUiated with 


any Israeli political parties — sought 
to follow up the questioning on this 
issue, the source complained that 
they were doing "damage" to 
Israel’s cause by asking such 
questions. 


This reminded some of those 
reporters of a famous January 1976 
Blair House briefing with a "senior 
Israeli official," who accused cer- 
tain Israeli reporters of being 
"agents of a foreign state." 
bantered with this correspondent, 
who also represents "A1 
Hamiahmar," the organ of the op- 
position left-of-centre Mapam party. 
At one point, the source said 
something in Russian, Jokii^ that if 
the reporters present did not under- 
stand, they should ask the "A1 
Hamishmar" correspondent for a 
translation.

The West Bank and the Gaaa Strip 
must not be lianded over to foreign 
rule in the framework of an Israel- 
Arab peace, according to one of the 
documents which Prime Iifinister 
Menahem Begin submitted to Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter in Washington 
this week, and which was read out to 
the Knesset Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee on Tuesday. 

The Government of Israel will not 
agree to withdraw its forces from 
any part of the West Bank or the 
Gaza Strip, the document said, ac- 
cording to a number of sources 
reporting unofficially on the com- 
mittee meeting. 

Israel would, however, he ready 
for a substantial withdrawal In Sinai, 
and would be willing to adjust the 
present lines on the Golan Heights 
without withdrawing entirely from 
the ridge, the sources said. 

Other elements of the document in- 


cluded: 

• An historical Introduction 
sketching the national plight in past 
years, and Israel’s aspirations for 
peace. 

• Israel's readiness to go to a 
resumed Geneva Conference, and 
falling that — to negotiate with its 
three Arab neighbours in a Rhodes- 
style conference, or in proximity 
talks. 

• A refusal to allow a Palestinian 
delegation at the Geneva con- 
ference. 

• A proposal that the Geneva con- 
ference convene on October 10 or any 
subsequent date. 

• Separate negotiations at Geneva 
in three mixed commissions: Israel- 
Egypt; Zsrael-Syria; and Israel- 
Jordan respectively, after the initial 
opening sessions. The possibility of a 
fourth mixed commission with 
Lebanon if that country wishes to at- 
tend.

15 on display for the first time since 
the American plane arrivedhere last 
December. The F-IS took part in a. 
display yesterday afternoon at a 
base somewhere in Israel on the oc- 
casion of Air Force Day. 

Defence Minister Ezer Weizman 
pinned wings on four outstanding 
cadets, while OC Air Force, Aluf 
Binyamin Peled, presented wings to 
other cadets vdio successfully com- 
pleted pilot and navigator trainii^ 
courses. 

The F-15 Eagle, one of 25 ordered 
from McDonnell Douglas In early 
1976, carried out a series of tight 
loops and rolls, which highlighted a 
modest but impressive display of 
pilot dexterity and aircra'ft 
manoeuvrability. Another "star" 
was the Israeli-made Kfir Jet fighter, 
which was piloted by an Ivael Air- 
craft hidustry test ^ot. The CH-53 
helicopter drew heavy applause for a 
surprisingly graceful performance, 
while the Hercules transport, now 
associated with the Israeli raid on 
Entebbe Airport in Uganda, dis- 
played its rocket-enhanced take-off

demonstrated in a series of deafen- 
ing climbs with hl^ attack angles. 

Another impressive bit of flying 
was c arried out by a veteran pilot on 
an ancient Havard, once the stan- 
dard training aircraft of the ' Air 
Fbroe. 

The only unfortunate thing about 
the show waa that it is limited to 
several hundred Invited guests. A 
show such as this which costs many 
millions of pounds, should be seen by 
the entire nation.

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FBI foils plot to smuggle 
Cruise missile parts to Cuba 


AQAMI. — Federal agents yesterday 
arrested an American and a West 
German accused of planning to 
smuggle cruise missile parts to a 
Soviet agent in Cuba, the I^ederal 
Bureau of Investigation rFBI) an* 
nounced. 

The two were also accused of plot- 
ting to sell nuclear fuels and other 
material to the Soviet Union or ^gt 
Germany. They were charged with 
failure to register as agents of a 
foreign power — a charge less 
severe than espionage because the 
government wants to expedite the 
case, a knowledgeable'source said. 
It carries a fine of $5,000 (ILfiO.OOO) 
and up to 10 years in Jail. The FBI 
said further charges inight be filed. 

An FBI spokesman identified the 

pair as Carl John Heiser HI. 32, of 
Highland Beach, Florida, and Carl 
Lutz Weischenberg, 33, a West Ger- 
man citizen residing in Freeport in 
the Bahamas. He sedd the two were 
arrested yesterday morning at Fort 
Lauderdale Airport. 

U.S. Magistrate Peter Palermo 
ordered them held without bail pen- 
ding a hearing on Friday. 

According to an affidavit under 


which the E*BI obtained the arrest 
warrants, the pair were suspected of 
preparing to smuggle to a Russian in 
Cuba parts of a cruise missile 
aboard a cabin cruiser already 
purchased Heiser. 

The affidavit, based largely on in- 
formation given to the FBI by con- 
fidential Informants, also said that 
Weischenberg was awaiting trial in 
West Germany on high treason 
charges. 

President Carter last month chose 
the cruise missile as a major nuclear 
deterrent in the U.S. defence 
arsenal, at the same time scrapping 
plans to build tlie controversial B-i 
bomber. 


One of the most deadly weapons in 
the U.S. arsenal, the cruise missile 
can fly at low altitudes to avoid 
detection by enemy radar. It is guid- 
ed to its ‘targets by television 
cameras with pinpoint accuracy. 
The 4.2 m. miasile resemblea a small 
plane and is tipped with a nuclear 
warhead. 

The affidavit said Heiser and 
Weischenberg planned to supply 
nuclear fuels, cruise missile com- 


ponents and gyro-compasses — 
devices to stabilize missiles in flight 
to the Soviets. There was no In 
dication of what cruise components 
the pair were alleged to have had. 
how they obtained them, or if they 
had delivered them. 

The FBI had apparently kept 
watch on the two since early last 
year through confidential infor 
mants.The affidavit said the arrests 
came after more than two years of 
investigation and Involved numerous 
contacts between the pair and FBI 
informants. 

When arrested' at the airport, 
**Helser was transporting 
Weischenberg. who was intending to 
take a flight from Fort Lauderdale to 
Freeport, Bahamas," the 
spokesman said. 

Heiser's mother, Mrs. Carl Heiser 
Jr. of nearby Boca Raton, said in a 
telephone interview that her son ran 
a collection agency in Boca Raton. 
She also said her son had been to 
Germany during the past year. 

Asked where in Germany, Mrs. 
Heiser said, "East Germany, the one 
that's on our side, isn't it?'*

Lebanese considering plan 
to pacify southern border 


SHTOURA. Lebanon «Reuter>. — 
Lebanese Prime Minister Selim al- 
Hoss yesterday sought special 
powers for his government as a high- 
powered joint committee meeting 
here decided on a plan for full execu- 
tion of the 1969 Cairo accord to 
secure peace in Lebanon. 

The details of the plan for im- 
plementing the remaining parte of 
the pact have not been officially 
revealed. But it is said to provide for 
the entry of Lebanese forces into 
southern Lebanon to separate 
Lebanese Christian and ieftist-PLO 
forces and create buffer zones 
between them. 

According to some press reports, 
the plan also provides for 


withdrawal of Palestinian terrorists 
from areas close to the Israeli 
border to the mountainous Arkoub 
region, known as "Fatahland." 


The commander of the lai^ely 
S>*rian Arab peace-keeping force in 
Lebanon, Lieutenant-Colonel Sameh 
al-Khatib. who attended the com- 
mittee meeting, said two sub- 
committees would work out a 
specific programme with a time- 
table for implementii^; the accord. 


Representatives of Lebanon, Syria 
and the PLO attended the meeting 
which lasted for two hours behind 
closed doors in a hotel in this 
summer resort town near the Syrian 
border.

Sri Lanka 
voters show 
their colours 


COLOMBO (Reuter). — Crowds of 
several hundred queued outside poll- 
ing booths in Colombo yesterday as 
Sri Lankans voted in the first 
general election in the Indian Ocean 
state in seven years. 

Hie green shirts, hats, and saris of 
the opposition United National Party 
(UNF) were far more numerous in 
Colombo streets than the blue of 
Prime Minister Sirimavo Ban- 
daranaike’s Sri Lanka Freedom 
Party (SLFP). • 

The colourful party supporters 
gathered near polling booths despite 
an appeal from election officials that 
voters should not wear their party 
colours. 

Nevertheless, voting was peaceful 
and orderly and police said that no 
incidents had been reported after the 
first two hours. Strict security 
precautions were in force, with the 
country's entire 15.000-man police 
force on duty. 

Mrs. Bandaranaike, 61, the 
world's only woman prime minister, 
is seeking a third term in office. 

Her main opponent is the 70-year- 
old UNP leader Junius 
Jayewardene, who has predicted 
that his party will win between 90 
and 100 seats in the 166 -seat parlia- 
ment. 

The SLFP held 85 seats to the 
UNF's 17 when the last parliament 
was dissolved in May, but political 
observers here say there appears to 
have been a strong swing against the 
government.

Demirel back 
as Turkish PM 


ANKARA (Reuter). — Conservative 
leader Suleyman Demirel became 
Turkey's prime minister yesterday, 
resuming office at the head of a 
right-wing coalition. 

In his 29-man cabinet, disclosed by 
the presidential press office, 
Demirel’s two right-wing allies — 
the Islamic Nationalist Neemettin 
Erbakan and ultra-rightist 
Alparslan Turkes — are deputy 
premiers, as they were in the 
Demirel-1^ coalition that held office 
until last month's- elections. 

Veteran diplomat Xhsan Sabri 
Caglayangil became foreign 
miniater. 

Demirel resumed office exactly 
one month after he stepped down 
following last month's inconclusive 
elections. 

Demirel, who served as Turkey's 
premier fram 1965 to 1971 and from 
1975 to last June 21, regained power 
after once again patching together a 
shaky alliance of rightist parties led 
by his Justice Party (JF), second 
biggest in the new parliament with 
189 seats. 

When he stepped down last month. 
Social Democratic leader Bulent 
Ecevit, head of the biggest party in 
parliament, succeeded him wi^ a 
minority government. 


Reddy is India’s 
new, ‘silent’ 
president 


NEW DELHI (Reuter). — Neelam 
Sanjiva Reddy yesterday was 
declared elected as the new presi- 
dent of India. 

Reddy, a South Indian who was the 
agreed candidate of all major 
political parties, was unopposed. He 
will be sworn in on Bfonday as In- 
dia's sixth president. 

The office la a largely ceremonial 
one. Under the constitution, which 
was amended last year by the 
former Cbngress Party government, 
be is bound to accept the advice of 
the Cabinet. 

Reddy resigned as Speaker of the 
Lok Sabha (lower house of parlia- 
ment) to stand for president. 

Samachar News Agency quoted 
Re ddy as saying that ‘ ‘the Sp eak er is 
seen but not heard, and the president 
Is neither seen nor heard." Reddy 
added; "I would like to do something 
silent."

Spaniards retake prison 


MADRID. — Police crashed into 
Madrid’s Caranbanchel Prison 
yesterday and forced 600 mutinous 
inmates to surrender, the news agen- 
cy dra said. 

Several prisoners and police were 
reported Injured in the assault, 
which came after the rebels repelled 
two attacks earlier in the di^. 

The pcdice attack followed a five- 
hour bombardment with smoke 
grenades and rubber bullets in an ef- 
fort to end the fonr-day rooftop 
prison revolt. 

Moving to break Spain's worst 
prison rebellion in decades,' the 
police rained thousands of smoke 
grenades and sniped with rubber 
bullets in a daylight bombardment 
The prisoners, battling heat ' and 
smoke, hurled bricks and called the 
police "murderers." 

The semi-official news agency saU 
riot police captured three of seven 
cellblocks held by the prisoners and 


took the rest of the prison within one 
hour. . 

The police attacks to dislodge the 
prisoners came after pre-dkwn 
negotiations betweeii the prisoners’ 
lawyers and .government officials 
broke downier the second time. An 
attempt at negotiations failed on 
^esday, and the prisoners demand- 
ed the 'personal intervention of 
Premier' Adolfo Suarez. 

The riot at the prison started on 
Sunday mght. Police vans shuttled 
about soa other prisoners away and 
put them in other prisons near the 
Spanish capital.. Prison authorities 
said the sprawli^ prison compound 
was now in the hands of heavily- 
armed police. 

The rioting prisoners were helped 
by friends and relatives who 
gathered outside the prison to 
harangue police. They later set fin 
to a pile of wpod on one side of the 
prison. (AP, UPI, Reuter). 


37 dead in Johnstown flood 


JOHNSTOWN. PA. (AP). — Flood 
waters from rain swollen mountain 
creeks have receded, leavingbehind 
devastation and at least 37 dead in 
the valleys around tfaia southwestern 
Pennsylvania steel town. 

A 42-km stretch of small creeks 
and rivers were heavily battered on 
Wednesday, when torrential rains 
feU, dropping up to 21 ems of rain in 
seven hotnrs starting ^botrt 9 p.m. 
local time. 

There were widespread reports of 
persons miMing and preaum^ dead, 
but communications were erratic 
and rescue efforts were delay^ by 
deep water. 

Civil defeice -officials estimated 
2,000 persona were homeless In one 
area alone. It was not known how 
many were dislodged elMwhere. 

It was the third major flood in 88 
years In Johnstown, whose name 
became synonymous with disaster 
after the Johnstown flood of 1889 kill- 
ed 2.20(Lpecq4a : -^ 

Governor NBltbn Shapp toured the 
ana.by^licppter with U.S. ^nator 
John ^iiiz and declared an extreme 
state of emergency. They asked the 
White House for federal disaster 
relief funds. 

The rain came firom a storm that 
hung over the area as people slept. 

“That thunderstorm didn't move 
last night. I watched it alt tbbre on 
the radar for six or seven hours," 
said a spokesman for the National 
Weather tervlce. 

He noted that the rainfall 
overwhelmed a flood control system 
designed to handle 85,000 cubic feet 


of water per second, but the system 
protected cities like Pittsburg.to tiie 
west of here. He added that the flood 
channels were designed to handle 
water levels that might occur once 
evei 7 hundred years.

NAIROBL — Ethiopian troops and 
militiamen have "crushed 
thousands" of Somali Insurgents In 
six desert battles in southeast 
Ethiopia, the official Ethiopian 
NCwb Ag^y claimed yesterday. 

The battles apparently marked the 
start of a major Ethiopian comder- 
offensive to try to win back vast 
areas of the disputed Ogaden desert, 
region, where insurgents have gain- 
ed control after nearly two months of 
bitter fighting. 

Ethiopian Radio alw Implicated 
the U.5. In the escalating desert con- 
flict,' which threatens to erupt into 
full-scale war between Ethiopia and 
Somalia.. 

Hundreds of xnacMneguns. 60 mor- 
tars and many rocket launchere and 
bazodkas were captured, along with 
vehicles b earix^ Somali government 
number plates, the repoort added. 

It said the action took place in dis- 
tricts around Code, Wa^er. Eiebri 
Dehar aind Dega Hahur in the 
Ogaden desert, and In fighting 
around the important towns of Barar 
and Dire Dawa. 

The agency said the weapons cap- 
tured included American-made M-16 
automatic rifles, .which “clearly 
shows that American imperialism, 
on the basis of its secret deal with the 
reactiohaiT Mogadishu regime, has 
begun indirectly to arm Somalia'to - 
violate the territorial IntegrlW of 
Ethiopia and to reverse the course of 
the pppniar revedution." 

The agmey said that "among the 
hundreds of captured infiltrating 
enemy troops" wen 'officers and 
men of the regular Somali army who 
fought alongside the ethnic Somalis 


of Ogaden. 

Ethiopia has consistently charged 
Somali regular troops were taking 
part In the fighting, which ^ 
calated aharp^ in recent weeks. 

Mogadishu Just as Oonsistently 
denied the chaiges, saying that 01 ^ 
Somali-hacked irregulars flg hHug 
for independence in the Ogaden were 
involved 

The SomaB insurgents stepped jxp 
their operations in the mountains 
around Harar and Dire Dawa early 
in June, when they blew up several 
bridges on the key single-track 
railw^ which links the BtUopian 
capital with the port of Djibouti. 
Repair crews have come under fire 
and the raOw^, which honnalty 
carries ab^ one-third of Btiilopia's 
foreign trade, is still closed.

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Smelly prehistoric giant thrown back into sea

T0K70. — Was it a hoax? A deep- 
sea version of the Loch Ness 
monster? Or a prehistoric 
plesiosaurus? Excited natural 
history experts believe the 
mysterious two-ton corpse caught off 
New Zealand may have been the 
latter — a huge reptile thought to 
have died out 100 million years ago. 
No one -can say for sme though, 
because whatever It was smelt aw- 
ful, prompting the Japanese 
fishermen to dump what one paleon- 
tologist described as "possibly the 
find of the century" back into the 
ocean. 

The 2,700 metric-ton Zuiyo Maru 
was trawling off Christchurch, New 
Zealand, last April 10 when its nets 
snared the unidentified dead cmimal 


at 8,000 metres. Hoisted to the sur- 
face, the creature was about 60 
metres long, with four flippers and a 
Icng neck and tail. 

^e overpowering stench and the 
unpleasant fatty liquids oozing onto 
the deck overcame the fishermen’s 
emiosity over on animal neither 
they, nor any of the natural selen- 
tiste since consulted h^ ever seen 
before. Afraid the animal would 
spoil their cargo of fish, they took 
measurements and photographs and 
dropped the corpse back in the 
ocean. 

Japanese paleontologists are 
aghast that the animal's skeleton 
was not preserved for study. Work- 
ing from colour photogriqihs and 
sketches made by Michlhiko Tano. 
39, a fishery company executive who 
was on the trawler, they believe It 
may have been a plesiosaurus. The 
marine reptiles flourished 100 


million years ago and one aperies of 
plesiosaur is known to have Uved in 
the seas oft eastern AuatrallL 

“It's not a fish, whale or any other 
mammal," said Prof. Yoshinori- 
Imaizuml, director general of 
animal research at the J^anese 
National Science Museum. "It's a 
reptile and the sketch looks very 
much likea plesiosaurus.’’ When tile 
fishing vessel retuhied to Japan last, 
montfa, the photos and Tano’s sketch 
I and hand^awn notes were passed 
over to Tmalznmi and other 
professors for study. 

After the "Asahi Shlmbun" broke 
the story on'Wedneaday, TwiMiWnmi 
said: "^Is/was a precious Im- 
portant discovery fw.buman beings. - 
It seems to show that these ««iTn«T« 
are not extinct after all. It's impossi- 
ble for only one to have survived.' 
There must be a group." 

If verified, the existence of living 


plesiosaurs would be an outataudtng 
discovery. The avafiable evldewe 
does not allow a definite eoncluslbii, 
yet natural historians eertainly-.do 
not diamiaa the possibility that 
descendants of the prehiatorie giants 
may be lurking in the great d^tba of 
tile soutbem aeaa. The marine riir 
‘vironment is generally more' 
favourable than land for the survival . 
of dying species, and if plealosaiirs 

exist aiqnvtaere the aoutfaem seas are 

a good bet, ecientists soy.

THE CAVE-LIKE rooms, with 
racks, presses, a metal oven and 
ceilings smudg^ with soot, have the 
eeriness of a mediaeval torture- 
chamber. 

'^sltors to this place, a niche in 
Jerusalem’s liea Sbearim market, 
need not be apprehensive. Opened a 
few weeks ago by an Ameriean-bom 
yeshiva student, it Is a permanent 
exhibition of Jewish ritual objects 
and how they are made. 

”I first got Interested in whaVa in- 
side te/fUin (phylacteries) when X 
learned that the pair I had bought 
were not halaehically fit. Neither 
were the second pair,” sti^s Haim 
Kass, tbe 38-year-old ”curator” of 
the ’’Hasofer” exhibitloii. He took a 
course on the scribal arts at his 
Baltimore yeshiva and began to 
^J^.4^e;9«b}ect Since ^ 

(ioming bna'Syanine yeaira et^o.Kass ' 
has, been teaching scribes how to 
check tefinin for fitness, spending 
his meanings at a yeshiva. 

The site of his exhibition, at 35 
Rehov Ei n Ya'acov. was the first 
bakery buUt outside the Old C3ty 
.walls, whose oven (reconstructed by 
Bass for his exhibition) warmed the 
Shabbat food of the quarter’s 
residents for decades. When he 
located It for his exUhltion, It was a 
neglected, foul hole that had not been 
touched since the bakery owners 
vacated it at the time of the Six Day 
War. ^ 

After months of cleaning and 
restoring the place, Kass filled it 
jwlth dozens of pairs of fc/Vitn. parch- 


‘‘reinforced grass” — grass alter- 
nating with special concrete paving 
to permit heavy wear by large 
numbers of visitors. 

There will apparently be a cafe 
too, despite opposition from 
members of the planning com- 
missions who objected to a commer- 
cial enterprise in a public park. They 
seem to have been fimUJy persuaded 
that cafes in the park may be com- 
mercial but they are also among the 
most agreeable refinements of 
Western Civilization. 

Considerable imaginatioTi will be 
inv8ted in a string of nine pocket 
gardens along the park’s King David 
Street edge. These will have distinc- 
tive characters ranging from a 
Meditation Garden — (tonated by 
Rev. Billy Graham — to a nook for 
chess players with chessboard 
designs built into the stone tabl8. 

Linking all these activities will be 
the shaded arcade, or pergola. Parks 
need shade, says Plesner, but to wait 
for trees to grow would take too long. 
Creepers planted this autumn will be 
providing shade in two to three 
years. The arches will be lush with 
flowers selected for scent and colour 
such as jasmine, bougainvillea, 
wisteria. 

Pl8ner originally thought of star- 
ting the plantings from ground level 
but then came up with the Idea of the 
concrete, pebble-surfaced pipes 
whose l.W metres height makes it 
difficult for young vandals to get at 
tbe greenery. 

Beyond the specific actlvlti8 the 
park will offer, Plesner sees it as a 
sort of Latin town square where peo- 
ple come to be with other people, to 
watch pretty girls, and just to take 
the air in company. He sees up to 1.- 
000 persons filling the park on a 
summer’s evening to listen to a band 
concert, watch a show In the 
amphitheatz^, participate in an im- 
promptu hiqipening, -view an exhibi- 
tion, play biSsketbaJl, sit at a cafe 
table or just stroU. 'Tt wiU be a kind 
of open-air social centre.” says 
Plesner. "One of the things 
Jerusalem lacks is a place where 
children in particular can go for 
aimless and harmleM pleasure.” 
says Pinner. 

Most of the funding for the IL7 
million park is from foreign con- 
tributions to the Jerusalem ^unda- 
tion which is executi^ the project. 
By next spring, most of the park is 
to be ready for public use. 


Mother’s dilemma must 
be resolved by Monday

^L AVIV. — A district court judge 
here has ruled that a mother who 
now lives in file U.S. must return her 
seven year old son to Israel by next 
Monday even though she cannot re- 
main here to look after him. 

Ruth Bendel, now seven months 
pregnant, was divorced from her 
first husband. Shimon Yair, in 1971. 
Under the agreement made at the 
time, be was given custody of their 
daughter Llora and she of their son 
Guy. The agreement stipulated that 
she could take (3uy to Australia for 
three years while she completed her 
studies but that she must return him 
to Israel at the end of that period. 
The assumption was that she would 
return with him and continue to rear 
him here. 

V/hile in Australia, however, she 
met her present husband with whom 
she emigrated to tbe U.S. Gkiy, who 
is still in Australia with her parents, 
was to be brought to the States now 
that the Bendels have purchased a 
home in Portland, Oregon. 

However, Mrs. Bendel heard from 
her ex-husband’s neighbours here 
that her daughter was being Ill- 
treated by his new wife. She 
therefore decided, though she is 
pregnant and has an U months old 
baby to care for, to come to in- 
vestigate Liora’s situation. 

When she arrived, she was served 
with a summons to appear in court 
on -contempt charge, for having 
broken the clause in the divorce 
agreement. Shimon YaJr’s claim was 
sinqple; she had broken the divorce 
agreement requiring Guy's return to 
Israel, and the court must enforce it 
for him. She, on the other hand, 
claimed that her remarriage 
represents "new circumstancN” 
and that the good of tbe child re- 
quires that he stay with her. 

During the six day trial (held at 
night because one of the lawyers was 
on reserve duty) there were the 
usual charg8 and counterctaargM so 
familiar among divorced couples. 
She charged that his wife was mis- 
treating the daughter. Be charged 


that she was bringing the boy up as a 
Gentile. (She had converted to 
Christianity at the age of 12 and her 
stepfather is a Christian). She 
replied that the boy is getting no 
religious instruction and will be 
allowed to make his own choice when 
he is older. There were, of course, 
charges and countercharge over 
financial matters. 

But Judge Itamar Pilpel did not 
need to decide on these matters since 
the case before him waa one of a 
broken agreement. His decision was 
that the child should be brought here 
and that afterwards, if Mrs. Bendel 
wishes, she can apply to have the 
clause about Guy’s return stricken 
from the divorce agreement. The 
court would then consider the 
child’s welfare.' The Judge did say, 
however, that he believed the 
original intent of both parties to have 
been that tbe boy was to be educated 
here in Israel. 

Mrs. Bendel said she could not 
possibly send the boy here by July 25 
because her mother must have an 
operation and cannot leave Australia 
now. She cannot bring him herself 
because of her pregnancy, she add- 
ed. "But if X did bring him here, who 
would take care of him? I can't stay 
because I must go home to have my 
baby.” She has already paid for 
treatment in Portland and is not 
covered by any Insurance here. 

Shimon Yair’s answer is that his 
son should come to Uve with him and 
that his ex-wlfc need not stay here 
for one minute after tbe child 
arriv8. 

Meanwhile, the court has ordered 
that she not leave the country until 
the child arrives. If the child does not 
come by Monday, she wiU have to 
pay IL2,000 a day for every day after 
that. Lack of money may send her to 
prison. 

Her lawyer is appealing the ease to 
tbe Supreme Court and has also re- 
quited that the execution of the 
judgement be stayed. However, 
since the courts are only hearing 
urgent cases during the summer 
recem, much will depend on whether 
this case is considered urgent.

Dozens of pairs of phylacteries, 
from tiny ones hidden by Marranos 
fearful of having their Jewishness 


discovered to oversized ones up to 55 
millimetres square, are displayed 
behind glass. Oontaining biblical 
verses from the Books of Exodus and 
Deuteronomy, the black boxes are 
ssmbols that originate from God’s 
ii^unetion to put the words "for a 
sign upon thy hand and a frontlet 
between thine eyes.” 

Kass explains that they must be 
black because tefiUin are a symbol 
of atonement for the sin of the 
Golden Calf.

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Where to go to synagogue and get a 
kosher meal in Portugal or Spain 


NOW that we have established 
diplomatic relations with Portug’al, 
many Israelis will probably be in- 
cluding the Iberian Peninsula in 
their overseas holiday Itineraries. 

It is believed that Jews were to be 
found in this area of Europe in 
Roman times, but when Christianity 
became dominant» persecution 
followed. After the Arab conquest in 
711, Spain became one of the 
greatest centres of Jewish learning 
and scholarship and Jews attained 
positions of great political influence. 
The “Golden Age of Spain" lasted 
until the istta century but then the 
situation of the Jews began to 
deteriorate ending with the 
massacre of 1391, mass conversions 
to Christianity, and finally the expul* 
Sion in 1492. 

In 13th century Portugal, the 
Jewish community was largely self* 
governing and prosperous. As in 
Spain, the situation deteriorated, but 
the Jews of Portugal were still able 
to offer a haven for their Spanish 
brethren in 1492. Four years later, an 
expulsion decree was proclcdmed 
against Portuguese Jewry. 
However, unlike Spain, the For* 
tuguese King msisted on forced mass 
baptisms, but many of these “New 
Christians” were among the 20.000 
victims of the “autos-da-fe" which 
were public spectacles till as late as 
1742. 

Ibday, there are about 8,000 Jews 
in Spain — 3,500 in Barcelona, 2,500 
In Madrid, 500 in Malaga and small 
numbers in Valencia and Seville. 
Before the Spanish Civil War . com- 
munities existed in Barcelona and 
Madrid but official recognition came 
only in 1968 when synagogues were 
Opened. The Barcelona ^nagogue — 
the first to be built in Spain since the 
Inquisition — is situated at Calle 
Porvenlr24. fTel. 228-67-08). Calle de 
Call — a street in the oldest part of

community. Most of the centuries- 
old Jewish tombstones are now at 
the Provincial Archaeological 
Museum. There are no formal 
kosher facilities but there is a 
vegetarian restaurant at C&lle 
Canada 41. 

The ancient synagogue of Cordoba 
is at Judlos 20 . The home of Rabbi 
Moses Malmonldes is in Plasa 
Malmonldea which has a statue of 
the renowned scholar. There is much 
of Jewish interest in the Casa y 
Templa. 

The modern synagogue in Madrid 
is in Calle de Balmes 3. It was at the 
consecration of the building in 1968 
that it was announced that the ban 
placed on the Jews in 1492 had been 

lifted. The Sinai Restaurant at Jose 
Antonio 29 2”C. is kosher.* Kosher 
meals are also available at the 
Jewish Centre at Calle de Balmes 8. 
The National Archaeological 
Museum at Calle de Serrano IS con- 
tains casts of itebrew Inscriptions 
from mediaeval buildings. The OsUe 
de la Fe facing San Lorenzo Church 
is the site of the ancient Jewish 
quarter. 

Though Toledo has no established 
community today, it Is the historical 
centre of Spanish Judaism. The 
two ancient synagogues are Santa 
Maria la Blanca and El Tras- 
sito in Calle de Samuel Levi. The 
former is now a church while the 
latter has been turned into a 
museum of Sephardi culture. The 
Plaza de la Juderia stands between 
the two buildings and was part of the 
city's two ancient Jewish quarters 
where many houses and streets are 
still virtually as they were 500 years 
ago.

THE PORTUGUESE Jewish com- 
munity is barely 800 strong, the map 
Jority residing in Lisbon. There are 
daily services at the Sephardi 
Synagogue. Rua Alexandre Her- 
culano S9, (Tel; 681.-592) and the con- 
gregants are always helpful in direct- 
ing tourists to the site of the ancient 
Jewish quarter . The communal of- 
fice is at Rua do Monte Olivete 16 
ribl: 664436 and 664468) : here up-to- 
date Information on kosher facilities 
can be obtained. 

GIBRALTAR has a Jewish com- 
munity numbering about 550 and Its 
Prime Minister is a Jew. 

Jews started to reach "The Rock" 
after the British occupation in 1704. 
coming originally from North Africa 
and Italy and later from England. 
The Shaar Hashamayim Synagogue 
was built in the middle of the 18th 
century. The hospltallly of Glbraltsn 
Jewry Is well known especially to 
Jewish servicemen who have had oc- 
casion to visit the Rock during the 
festival season. 

Among tourist attractions are the 
cable ears to the top of the Rock as 
well as excursions to Morocco.

"EVERT TEAR anti-Semitism in 
the Soviet Union gets worse. The 
children of Jews are no longer ad- 
mitted to higher institutes of lear- 
ni^ — or if they are, it's through 
bribery and corruption, ^e of the 
most corrupt characters I've had 
contact with was a man called 
Zelinsky who was secretary to the 
Admissions Committee of the 
Medical Institute of Vinnitsa. En- 
trants, including Jews were 
accepted at 4,000*8,000 roubles a 
time. He became a millionaire." 
These words were written recently 
in the London "Observer" by Dr. 
Mikhail Shtem, the endrocrinologist, 
who was allowed to leave Russia in 
April and is now in Israel. 

The actual statistics on Jews In 
higher education In Russia have 
been carefully analysed by two 
Jerusalem scholars — hfordecai 
Altschuler (writing in Behinot) mxd 
Michael Checlnskl (in Sorief Jeioish 
J/fain ) . 

As fa) many countries, Russian 
Jews formed a disproportionately 
high percentage of students at uni- 
versities as soon as these were open 
to them. But recent years have 
witnessed a sharp decline, both ab- 
solutely and relatively. The drop in 
the relative number of Jewish 
; Students was only to be expected (a 
similar process has happened in the 
U.&.). As other sections of the pop- 
"ulatioir impfuved their educational 
lejvel, _ greater numbers of their . 
j younger people attaint university 
standards. In the U.S.S.R., however, 
something else has happened — the 
absolute nusaber of Jewish students 
has dropped despite the fact that the 
total number of students has con- 
tinued to rise steeply. Twenty years 
ago Jews constituted over four per 
cent of the total student population; 
today, much less than two per cent. 
There was a very sharp drop in the 
early sixties due to Khnischev's 
policies of giving precedence in 
education to those with ex- 
perience in labour. 

But the sharpest drop for Jews was

in the 1969-I9‘n period when there 
was a drop of over 20 per cent in the 
number of Jewish students. This was 
partly due to emigration — but 
largely to the severe restrictions on 
admitting new Jewish students. 
Students who had applied for an exit 
visa were immediately excluded 
from university — others who con- 
templated emigration did not even 
bother to apply. Another relevant 
factor in the decreasing proportion 
of Jews was their aging population — 
with a dropping fertility rate vis-a- 
vis other peoples, they had less 
young people reaching university 
age. 

^eatest concentration of 
Jewish students is In Moscow, where 
almost 20 per cent of Jewish students 
in Russia are studying. In the 
Ukraine, their proportions are much 
smaller as a result of more severe 
discrimination. In general only the 
exceptionally gifted are admitted to 
universities and Jewish students 
have difficulties in being accepted 
for even evening and cor- 
respondence courses. Many young 
Jews go to study in more remote 
regions where the numerus claturus 
is not so stringent. This explains the . 
relatively high proportion of Jewish 
students in some of the Asiatic cen- 
tres. 

An analysis of statistics shows a 
big drop in the number of Jewish 
scientific workers. Jews were a 
great force In this field from the ear- 
ly d^s of the Bolshevik revolution. 
Even in the 1950s the great demand 
for higb-elass physicists was largely 
met by Jews, even in the delicate 
security establishments. This Chang- ' 
ed from the mid-1960s when drastic 
restrictions on Jews were in- 
troduced. New ecientlfie ally 
Jews of the middle and yourger 
generations are virtually barred 


from major research institutes. The 
proportion of Jews in the total 
number of scientific workers 
dropped from 16 per cent in 1950 to 
seven per cent in 1970. 

WHAT FIEIZIS are Jews at univer- 
sities entering? Altschuler; feels the 
statistics ore Inadequate to reach 
conclusions but Qieclnski attempts a 
breakdown. Discrimination led Jews 
to favour sciences and technology 
rather than-the humanities because 
job opportunities at the end were 
greater. Spheres which previously 
had not attracted Jews became sub- 
jects of interest — and Jews are to be 
found, for example, as 
agroteelmicians, zoologists, af- 
forestation ej^erts and specialists in 
physical education. He estimates 
that 35-40 per cent of. Jewish 
graduates become school .teachers 
and university lecturers. The 
number who become physicians had 
dropped from 20 per. cent to six per 
cent but those of the older and mid- 
dle generations hold important 
positions in hospital seirvice and 
among medical specialists (young 
Jews find it very difficult to get into 
hospital service). About 30 per cent 
work as graduate engineers In 
various technical fields, mostly 
mechanical engineers followed by 
civil engineers and architects. 
'^Almosf- 10' per cent work as 
economists. 

Altschuler's conclusion is that 
side-by-side with tiie discrimination, 
ongoing social factors must not be 
overlooked in the decline of Jewish 
students. There is continuing 
pressure to increase the numbers in 
academic institutioius both of the 
many peoples who make up the 
Soviet Union and of social groups — 
such as manual labourers and 
villagers where Jews are under- 
represented. The authorities are 
susceptible to pressures from these 
groups and by adding their ownantl- 
.Tewisb pressures ha*;a caused the’ 
present situation, to which Dr. 
Shtem refers so forcefully.

Lacking in drama

NO EFFORTS were apar^ to db 
I Justice to the performance of 
Fittelio. ^e settings — a whole for- 
trees with walls, towers, bridges s^ 
gates — . were truly moxnimental. 
The east was chosen with great dis- 
crimination. The stage direction by 
Otto Shenk and Joseph Zehetgruber 
not (rily. yielded excellently acted 
opera, but brought out impresshreiy 
the basic themes: loyaltyv courage, 
and the clamour, for Ju^ce. Jwcr 
taposed against -what seemed the 
very incarnation'of .evil — Plaarro 
the governor. was -a tremen- 

dous investment in lighting equip- 
ment. nie Israel Phllfaarmonfc 
Orchestra was la relatively good 
shape and conductor. Zubin Mehta 
. proHied all the necessary energy, 
chose the right tempi and dynamics, 
and adapted everything to the con- 
ditions of open-air theatre. Mehta's 
magnetic personality turned 
musicians and. singers into an ex- 
cellently coordinated and higUy 
effective team. AH this should have 
given the most exeltlzig results. Tet 
Fidelia did not jabride a great ex- 
. perience. 

Ihe perform aaee-. wae' dominated 
by three singers: bass William- 
Wilderm'an as Roceo, the chief 
jailer: soprano Gandala Janowltz as 
Leonora; ' and. Jon Vicker's as 
Florestam 

vniderman was. the 'most* wonder^ 
ful Rocco lihagliiable. On tfae one 
hand, he, was fully, aware td the 
score's SixpspieZ roots. On the other, 
88 in the grave-(liggli 9 scene, he 
gave full expression, in his own per- - 
sonal way, to tfae tragedy and the 
horror. His vocal line was flawless 
and his diction outstandlx^. 

Gundula Janowits has a msgnifi- 
. cent V(riee and an impeceahle vocal 
line which deserve all our adxnira- 
tionbut theatrically she was not con- 
vincing. -Her behariour on stoge did 
not seem natural and she did not 
reveal Leonora’a own perMoality. 


Ihe most striking figure on sf^e 
was tenor Jon Vickers as Florestan. 
His interpretation of the part was 
highly personal: not the elaasieal 
hero defying his fate buta romantic, 
lost in supernatural visions of mar- 
tyrdom and transfiguration. Ex- 
traordinary, strange,, original in*' 
• deed. • 

Ihe rest of the cast ranged froib 
vety good to poor. Baritone Norman 
Bailey provided a wen acted but 
vocally not very impressive Pizarro, 
Soprano Stella Richmond was a 
- sweet and vocally very fine 
MareeUlna. Bass Tiber Zterdan lack- 
ed both the vocal volume and. 
authoritative personality to enact 
Impressively ihe part of Don Fer^ 
nando, which undoubtedly impaired 
the closing scene. Tenor Misha Rait- 
zin was the weakest link. As Jaquim 
be seemed completely lost on stage 

and even vocally hla part amounted 
to vezy little. 

Almost the whole first act strikes 
one as utterly static and sectional. - 
Only the final scene brought relief. 
Yielding to Fidelio's plead^, Roeco 
finally allows the prisoxtera a atort 
spell in the air and the sunUghl 
While three huge metal lattices ore 
slowty raised from the ground of the 
centeal courtysrd of the prison, the 
abused and maltreated prisoners 
slowly emerge from their subtezror 
nean cdla. A magnificent chorua 
follows. ("Oh what joy"). This was 
one of the few really touching 
moments of the performance for 
which the directors and the 
Schoenberg Choir of .the Vienna 
Jeunesses Musleale deserve un- 
qualified praise. 

Fidetio remains a magnificent 
piece of music, each bar of wUeb 
bears the stamp of Beethoven’s 
genius. But it is painfully lacking in 
drama and moat ungrateful on stage. 
In addition, the acoustics of tiie 
Roman Theatre were quite un- 
suitable. From where I sat (in the 
third row of the orchestra) the

Special-interest tours attract 
second and third-tinie visitors 


The battle for the world tourist, 
dollar ia being waged in many 
capitals. In Jerusalem, the war 
room is on the third floor of the 
former Touriam Mlnbtry buUdlng, 
now a unit of the hflnlstry of In- 
dustry. Commerce and Tourism. 

Busloads of tourists swarming 
through shops and hotels jammed 
with free-spending visitors from 
abroad “just do not fall out of 
nowhere,” Gershoh Achltuv ex- 
plains. 

Aehituv, assistant director- 
general for tourist promotion. Is an 
affable Jerusalemite who served aa 
chief of the Israel -Tourist Informer 
tion Office in London before taking 
up his present post. 

. He says: '"Travellers are doing 
more figuring now than ever before. 
This means we, too, must do more 
planning, vack harder to make them 
consider Israel as one .of the 
possibflitles for their holiday trip.” 

Tbe Infrastructure of tourism 
planning is made up of such stuff as 
pam^ets. maps, slides, films, lec- 
ture services end free sample trips 
to key persons. 

"Tourist promotion, like adver- 
tising. is a lively art Indeed,” 
Aehitev told Zke Jeruaaiem Post 
"You must anticipate the customer’s 
wants before you offer your 
merchandise." 

Anticipating Interests means 
providing "someUiing new" for tbe 
growii^ legion of tourists who are 
not first-time visitors to Israel. "We 
want people to keep coming back 
here,*’ taesa^s. “But they will not un- 
less they find something novel every 
time. Fortunately, Israel has plenty 
of novelty, and the secret seems to 
be specialization.’' 

He explains: "The first visit is the 
easiest from our standpoint. The 
tourist, regardless of his religion, 
has plenty of sacred sites to see. He 
will also want to see a little bit of 
modem Israel because there's wide 
Interest in how the Jews of our age 
are managing in tbeir own country. 

"The grind comes in ^brawing them 
back for another round. Here, we, 
have found that zeroing In on a Uity 
niche of Israel life, and magnitylzig 
it, certainly pays off." 

‘ Doctors, he points out, like to

travel. But "medical tours” of Israel 
were found to be inadequate. So, to- 
day there are specialized tours for 
surgeons, anaesthetists, 
gyriaecologl^, and other groups of 
doctors — and the results are startl- 
ing. 

Another case in- point la 
‘‘agricultural tours.” Special 
'programmes for farmers did not 
succeed until they were broken down 
into separate hothouse-growing, 
d€drying or poultry-breediiig tours. 

- "^ese super-specialized tours are 
really going over big,” Achltuv 
elainis. “We get between 300 and 400 
such groups per year, with each 
group consisting of 30 to SO 
members. And these figures do not 
include the doseu of scientific and 
professional congresses held here 
end whose delegates take special 
tours. 

Besides manning a desk, aalsrael 
Tourist frkformatioii Office official 
sbroad keeps a' close watch on travel 
trends within his area of respon- 
sibility. By maintaining contact with 
local travel agents, he soon learns of 
travellers’ idiosyneracies. His next 
telex to Jerusalem may ask, "Do we 

have any in Israel? There 

seems to be a demand for it this 
fall.” 

' In Jerusalem. Industry, 
Oonunerce and Touriam Ministry 
people will study tbe enquiry and 
make some basic economic in- 
vestigations into the potential 
market where tbe enquiring official 
sits. If it is a sound market, the con- 
sideration at headquarters may 
change from "Do 'we have it?" to 
“Can we develop it within a 
reasonable time?" 

This, incidentally, is how lUis 
lAihammed and other shore points- 
south of Ehlat have almost overnight 
become popular scuba diving 
territoty. Last year, more than 4,000 
skin divers from aD over the world 
flooded BQat. boosting an economy 
that almost collapsed with tbe clos- 
ing of the Timna Copper Mines. 

“Besides developing physical 
facniUes," Achltuv observed, "we 
also had to promote the site on a per- 


sonal basis. So we invited at our 
expense — heads of several scuba 
diving clubs, and a pair of diving 
writers from 'National Geographic 
Magazine.* Tbe results are obvious 
— Z wish we bad another 500 or 600 
hotel rooms in Eilat!" 

Tta prove Israel has everything for 
everyone, Aehituv and his staff are 
now at work on a "Golden Age holi- 
day package" — a special tourist 
promotion aimed at retired people 
all over the world. 

Says Aehituv: “There are hun- 
dreds of thousands of retired people, 
with plenty of time and money on 
their hands. We 'would like to get 
them to come. Scuba diving and dis- 
cotheques aside, they could enjoy a 
restful .vacation in the Holy Land. I 
mean a really slow tour — something 
like travelli^ one day and resting 
tbe next. Our surveys indicate that 
the senior citizen group is a fertile 
ground for Israeli tourism." 

One of the most effective tools of 
tourist promotion is tbe I6mm colour 
sound film, aeeordb^ to AcUtuv. 
"Ibey are expensive to produce and 
distribute, but In terms of, results 
they are certainly worth the cost," 
he insists. 

"A fine 30-minute film costs us 
around $80,000." he explained. 
“Iben there is a $250 or5300 charge 
for each copy, and we order up to 150 
copies. We distribute them to televi- 
sion stations, church groups and 
travel agents and tour organizers. 

"During my last visit to New York, 
a friend treated me to a show at 
Radio City Music Hall. What a plea- 
sant surprise it was when the huge 
screen lit up with one of our films, 
conceived in Room 41 in our building 
on Rehov King Geoxge, and shot in 
Tel A\'fv, Beersbeba and Tiberias! 
^at film was of such quality that 
one of the giants — CBS, Columbia or 
some other firm — ask^ for our per- 
mission to blow it up to 35mm. and 
show it commercially all over the 
world. Naturally, we agreed — and 
why not? 

"If even a tiny fraefion of a per 
cent of the total audience of that film 
decides to take a trip to Israel and 
spend some money here — then all of 
the money budgried for that film 
was certainly well spent."

Plan to use less fuel

^IL AVIV. — A plan to cut back the* 
consumption of fuel by ten to IS per 
cent ia now being drawn up and will 
be ready within a few weeks, 
Yitzhak Moday, Minister of Energy 
and bifrastructure, yesterday told 
members of the I^ael-Amerlcan 
Chamber of Commerce and In- 
dustry. (Until he took up his cahinet 
appointment, he was president of the 
chamber; the newly elected presi- 
dent is Baruch Barak, of Tel Aviv.) 

htoday did not go into details, 
other than to say "the best way to 

produce energy in Israel was to save 
it.” He had asked Prime Minister 
Begin to take a close look at the 
country's energy problem as seen 
from abroad — and he believed that 
aa a result of this, Israel would soon 
embark on a caropal^ of "energy 
consciousness." 

.At present Israel was dependent 
solely on one type of fuel — 
petroleum. And despite much talk in 
the past, actual steps to provide for a 


large reserve stored underground 
were lagging. This was crucial, since 
, Israel's tankers were vulnerable to 
attacks on the high seas. 

Tbe most promising alternative to 
' petroleum was a hydro-electric pro- 
ject, under which water would flow 
from the Mediterranean to the Dead 
Sea. However, since this would en- 
tail using part of the Jordan river 
bed, this could lead to political com- 
plications. 

Next in line was the use of 
bituminous fuel from the Negev, 
with a project to mine it alre^y un- 
derway near Arad. 

The peat from the HuU Valley 
could also be used. 

But most interesting wss 
the "geo-toermie potentials" of the 
Jordan Rift, the largest such rift In 
the valley. It was possible to tap the 
heat underground here — once the 
technical problems were solved. 

Israel could also like solar energy; 
the wind could also be harnessed, 
and a project to use algae was also 
under consideration. 


Cheddiig on Mekorot subsidiaries

TEL AVIV. — A committee will soon 
he set up by Agriculture Minister 
Ariel Sharon to study ways of mak- 
ing two Mekorot sutoldlaries more 
efficient. 

The two are Building and Develop- 
ment. which will carry ouh projects 
valued at 11500m. in 1977/78, and 
Shaham (Electrical Engineering 
Services) which will carry out and 
supervise work valued at IIAOm. in 
the coming fiscal year. Both are do- 
ing approximately the SEune amount 
of work in 1976/1977. 

The companies were set up as part' 
of Mekorot 13 years ago. Builciing 
and Development built pumping 
stations and other projects, and did 
development work. Once the project 
was fished, Shaham would move in 
to run it. 

Since the work of Building and 
Development was largety seasonal, 
and to some extent also that of 


Shaham, both companies began 
engaging in outside projects, often 
for the Ministry of Defence, toe ar- 
my, and the Public Works Depart- 
ment. This allowed them to maintain 
a steady work force, which for 
Building and Development now 
stands at 1,800, and for Shaham at 
4S0. (Mekorot itself employs another 
1.500 workers.) 

Both subsidiaries would frequenUy 
be awarded contracts without 
tenders, since it was known that few 
private contractors had toe desire or 
the equipment to do work In outlying 
sometimes dangerous areas. 

Hie committee will Investigate 
whether Mekorot should be made to 
Issue work tenders In aD cases. 

Miekorot Itself comes under the 
supervision of the Ministry of 
Agriculture since its shares are owi^ 
ed one-third by the Government, 
one-third by the National Institutions 
(like the Jewish Agency, the JNFl 
and one-third by Hevrat Ovdim.

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Personal triumph 

THE REPORTS from Washington are nearly unanimous In 
acclaiming Mr. Begin’s visit there as a distinct personal victory 
for the Prime Minister. This judgment was clearly reinforced' 
for the peonle bach home by Mr, Begin’s bravura at his press 
conference, which was relayed live on television Wednesday 
night. 

By turn witty and passionate, convivial and precise, the 
Prime Minister was the master of the situation, ffls wizardry 
with words held the patently rapt attention of his listeners, even 
when the argument was at its most pedantic. He handled 
questions with an unmistEdcahle air of authority, and never 
more so when be deftly fielded the more embarrassing of the in- 
quiries. 

His tongue would not aUp, Mr. Begin vowed, and it didn’t. 
There were matters he was prepared to discuss in public — 
mainly the proc^ural aspects of peace talks — and on these he 
did. in fact, elaborate. 

Thus he was emphatic on barring the ’’so-called PLO" from 
any negotiations: it was part of the national consensus, he 
pointed out. He was similarly unequivocal on Israel’s refus^ to 
countenance any idea of return to the 1967 lines, and on Its in- 
sistence that the state of war must be terminated by the conclu- 
sion of a fuily-fledged peace treaty. 

But the Prime Minister was adamantly tight-lipped on what 
must have interested reporters, and the general public, the 
most: what territorial concessions Israel might be prepared to 
make in a peace settlement. 

His silence, Mr. Begin claimed, wels forced upon him by his 
plea for a political truce — until the day of negotiation. It was on 
the green table Edone, he suggested, that the parties should lay 
their cards out; they 'must not be brsuidished ahead of time as 
preconditions. 

There is, of course, little likelihood that the plea will be 
generally heeded, even thoT^h it may only be some three 
months before the Geneva Conference is resumed, if Mr. 
Begin's own suggested date in mid-October wins approval. The 
Arabs, as expected, have already termed Mr. Begin’s peace 
ideas unacceptable, and within Israel Itself a debate cannot be 
avoided, especially since the administration’s overall territorial 
conception has already been leaked to the press. 

- This conception was spelled out In a document drafted 
specifically for Mr. Carter's information. There is little to In- 
dicate that it has changed the President’s known views on such 
issues £15 Israeli withdrawal and a Palestinian homeland. 
Moreover, Mr. Carter has told lifb:. Begin that he would continue 
to air controversial Middle East issues for public scrutiny. 

Yet the Prime Minister’s Ideas have been greeted in 
Washington as forward-looking and worthy of consideration. 
There are some good refuons for such characterization. 

For one thing, the Israeli proposals leave sufficient room for 
diplomatic movement: they keep enough options open to 
warrant calling Geneva into session again. Also, these 
proposals suggest a way out of the dilemma of Palestinian 
representation. True, it was Golda Meir who first suggested that 
Pfdestinian Arabs might be included in other Arab delegations 

as in fact they were in Geneva in November 1973. 

However, it apparently makes some difference when the 
same idea is embraced by Menahem Begin, the man presented 
to the American people only two months ago as something of a 
hard-nailed- ogre. As though by way of atonement, Mr. Begin 
was showered with smiles of friendship, and promises of arms. 

The Prime Minister Is therefore right to claim, with pride, 
that the much feEired confrontation between the U.S. and Israel 
has not materialized. The question remains however whether it 
has been lifted — or merely put offJ 


POSTSCRIPTS 

PRIME MINISTER Menahem Begin 
asked Israelis to pray for him and 
the success of his Washington talks, 
and many synagogues responded. 

Last Shahbat. after the traditional 
prayer or the country and the 
Defence Forces, many con- 
.gregatlons offered a prs^er for the 
Prime Minister.

ATTEMPTING an interim 'assess- 
ment of Prime Minister Begin's visit 
to Washington depends very, much 
on one’s initial assumptions. 

To those who are convinced, like 
some Americans are. or se^ they 
s are, that the ’’moderate" Arab 
leaders are at long last prepared to 
initiate a process that should lead to 
real peace with Israel, Mr. Begin’s 
performance was nothing more than 
an elegant repetition of Israeli in- 
transigence on the basic issues of the 
territories and the Palestinians. 

To those udio believe, regretfully, 
that Arab ‘‘moderation’’ is a hoax, 
and that there is still no sign of any 
Arab intention to conclude a peqce 
with Israel, except on Arab terms. 
Mr. Begin’s performance provided 
hopeful evidence that the apparent 
American determination to pressure 
Israel into making one-sided con- 
cessions could he stemmed. 

To judge from the official 
American reactions following the 
two days of talks, the Prime 
Minister's public statements — and 
^parently the positions he conveyed 
In private to President Carter — 
were sufficient to permit Mr. Carter 
to speak confidently of the convening 
Of the Geneva Conference in Oc- 
tober. 

The differences between the 
Americans and the Israelis on the 
two issues of territorial concessions 
on the West Bank and of a Palesti- 
nian entity, to which President 
Carter referred obliquely, and other

American officials more bluntly, 
have not disappeared. But Mr. Begin 
proved to be more than aufficlently 
forthcoming in regard to the 
Americans' short term need for the 
continuation of the "momentom” 
which is so dear to their hearts. 

PERHAPS the most successful 
aspect of Mr. Begin's visit was his 
abili^ to trigger a turnabout in 
Israel's image as an obstinate nay- 
sayer. . 

In the early years of thla decade 
one of the trump cards in Israel’s In- 
formation deck was its abUty to 
point to Arab Intransigence as ex- 
pressed in the "three noes" of Khar- 
toum. Ever since the Kissinger 
reassessment of 1S75: Israel has 
been the one who has been accused 
of such obstinacy, to a point at which 
a significant segment of American 
political opinion, and of the media, 
has become convinced that it is 
Israel which is putting spokes-into 
the wheels of Middle Bast peace. 

Some of the less felicitous ex- 
pressions of the previous govern- 
ment did no little to enhance thia dis- 
turbing image. The ironic aspect of 
Mr. Begin’s performance in 
WEishington this week Is that he and 


his party are, of course, the most 
obstixute of brael's nay-s^ers. He 
has proved nimble and flexible 
enough, however, to play down this 
side of his policies and to emphasize 
his ’’forward-looking approach" to. 
Geneva and to alternative avenues 
towarijs peace negotiations. 

An example of this flexibflity, 
which should not pass unnoticed in 
the forthcoming coalition talks with 
the Democratic Movement for 
Cbac^, is his blunt reference to 
Israeli wlth^awals In Sinai and the 
Golan. The early talks between the 
Likud and tbe DMC had broken down 
Just over Mr. Begin's adamant 
refusal to employ the word 
"withdrawal” in any context. 

It is this flexible readiness to sub- 
merge his true beliefs, a trait Mr. 
Begin never parUculerly evinced In. 
the past, and to emphasize Israel'a 
tactical avidity for the convening of 
the Gen^a conference that has 
made it possible to conclude his visit 
on an upbeat note. 

Mr. Begin has proven himself a 
consummate political actor,, a trait 
he shares -with President Carter. One 
may surmise at a distance of eight - 
thousand miles that when the two 


men took apersonal measure of each 
other it is this touch of theatricality 
of politleal pros that sexwed as the 
h agjg for the establishment of a per- 
sonal rapport, as much as their 
reputed common religiosity. 

PESSIMISTS in. Israel expected the 
talks in Washhigton to lead to a 
brutal confrontation over American 
•demands that Israel come out In 
public with concessions on the 
territorial and Palestinian issues as 
a prelude to Geneva, and as on es- 
sentia] inducement to Arab agree- 
ment to come to Geneva. This has 
not happened. Without knowing what 
transpired in the private talks 
between the President and the 
Prime Minister, it is posrible to 
suggest that the limited lengths to 
which Mr. Begin has been willing to 
go in piiblic have been accepted as 
sufficient at the present time by the 
Americans. 

At his press conference, Mr. Begin 
repeats Israel’s opposition to the in- 
clusion of the at Cteneva. Be 
added, however, that Ishtel would, 
not prove petty in scrutinizing the 
credentials of possible Palestinian 
representatives in the Arab 
del^atlons. Thla might well prove to 


be the out that the Americans hove > 
been looking for in surmounting thej^ 
hurdle of Palestinian representattem^ 
at the talks. Tbis will also, in. 
likelihood, be one of the pbint^ 
Secretary of State Vance would wUl'tI 
to explore in his round of talks in 
Middle Elaat capitals, next month. 

The fact that President Ch'rter has 
spoken confidently of the prosp^ 
tor a reconvened Ge ne va conference 
in October is not binding on the 
Arabs, and there might still be sur- 
prises in store fbr Mr. Vance on ^ 
kCddle East swing. There is a feel- 
ing, however, that the omts for fail- - 
ing to come together In Geneva has 
been riiifted to the Arab aide. 

There are indications, at tiie same 
time, that the biggest boon accruing 
to Mr. Begin from his visit will come 
on the domestic front. 

’Rie local telecasts of hla address ' 
on the White House lawn and of his 
press conference following the talks 
have undoubtedly enhanced his local 
Image as a leader of international 
stature, ^ars that he would present 
Israel as a nation of wild-eyed 
fanatics have been put aside os ua- 
foimded. - 

Regardless of the continuing 
dom^tic debates on the basic issues 
of foreign policy, the reactions in the 
local press and in the street to Mr. 
Begin’s performance have been that 
he acquitted himself well .and 
represented Israel with dignity and 
forcefulness in difficult and fateful 
talks.

The Ministry of Defence replies: 

The initiative to establish the 
Israel Defence Voluntary E\ind was 
taken by a group of citizens who ask- 
ed the former Minister of Defence, 
Mr. Shimon Peres, to set up a volun- 


tary financial institution to promote 
the development of weaponry awH 
means of defence, and their produc- 
tion in Israel. 

As a result, a board of 70 trustees 
established the Fund, which has an 
executive committee of seven 
members who meet at least once in 
three weeks to discuss the activities 
of the Fund. 

The founders of the fbnd asked the 
Minister of Defence to put a small 
staff at its disposal in order to ex- 
plain the purpose of the Fund, in- 
volve various public sectors in its ac- 
tivities, accept contributions and 
acknowledge their receipt, 'and 
maintain contact with contributors, 
both groups and individuals in Israel 
and abroad. 

This staff is limited to three full- 
time and three part-time employees; 
yet over 200.000 people have already 
contributed mlUions to the Fbnd and 
most of the work Is done by 
volunteers. The Minister of Defence 
appointed a senior official of the

-Sir, — In a remarkably lucid and 
terse statement, Abba Eban ME has 
set down his conception of the 
relationship of Israel to its 
Jewishness and to World Jewry 
(June 24). He rightly points out that 
Israel was established as a Jewish 
State and that, though Jews outside 
Israel have no right to control 
operative decisions of the State, they 
stould be partners in defining the 
concept of Jewishness. Applying 
these truisms to religion, he con- 
tinues: 

"...The dominant theme in 
Jewish religious history today is 
pluralism, not uniformity. The 
tradition of schism and diversity- 
goes deeper in our history than 
our rabbinical establishment 
would like to admit. Judaism has 
never tolerated the pontifical Idea 
and a "Cbuncil of Sages” is too 
close to the notion of a Oolite of - 
Cardinals for me to absorb it 
without discomfort...” 

Mr. Eban leaves no doubts as to 
what he means by religious 
pluralism — Conservatism and 
Reform. 

Rabbis and Orthodox Jews mtybe 
more aware of diversity in Jewish 
history than even Mr. Eban is: 
Chassidim, Mitnagdim, Sefardim, 
Temanim, Ashken^m. the disputes 
of the Babylonian Schools of Sura 
and Pumpeditha, and the Palesti- 
nian schools with their internal 


differences. Tliey are also aware of 
schisms; the Samaritans, Sad- 
ducees, Boethuslans, Chrlatlans, .< 
Karaites, FYankists, et al. The \ 
crucial question is: Where does the i 
diversity of pluralism end and the 
divergence to schism begin? To a 
student of Jewish history such as M*. j 
Eban. the boundary line should be 
clear — Halacba. Within the dis- > 
ciplhie of Halacha, the widest dlxer^ 
sity is tolerated. However, when that 
discipline is rejected, external 
similarities are meaningless. 
Theologically. Conservatism and 
Reform are wider of the mark than 
any prior schism in Jewish history. 
Whereas Karaites, Samaritans, 
Christians and Sadducees never 
doubted the authenticity of Scrip- 
tuz« or the existence of a personal j 
(3od. these basic tenets are called in - 
question -by Conservatism and . 
Reform. ’ 

Consezvatlsm and Reform ue 
manifestations of the &alut, 
attempts to emerge from the 
autonomous life of the Tore Jew in - 
the ghetto and meet the world of the 
emancipation halfway. The Return 
never anticipated the ingaihering of 
the excrescences of exile. Let 
heterodoxy remain where it was *' 
bom...in tte Galut, while we rebuild 
the Jewish faith on the foundations of ' ' 
a Jewish life which hag no need to 
apologize to the non-Jew for its Tors 
way of life.
